Tuis Narrative is submitted to the Public Consideration with a two-fold design — 
First, that the Public may learn what an immense Sum is lost to this Country, by the 
absurd system of allowing * Bounties and Drawbacks upon various Articles that need no such 


encouragement to find a + Market, and where our Marine is not so immediately concerned, 
as in the instances of the WHALE, HERRING, and other FisHERIES. 


Secondly—To forew arn others who may have it in their power to attain essential intelligence 
_ tending to counteract Fraud, and by that means assist the Country's pecuniary resources, not 
to confide implicitly, and without witness upon the word of any Individual in Office. Should 
the following pages induce those who possess the Power and Abilities to demand an examination 
into the Frauds they bear witness to—(impositions which almost every Officer in the employ. 
ment of the Revenue knows the existence of) and likewise a candid deliberation upon the 
Plan delivered to Mr. Ros, for the preventing such practices in future; the income of both 
Customs and Excise will be speedily and largely augmented—and, if the harsh treatment 
which this narrative unfolds, should preserve but a single Person against similar Oppression 
from those who fill Official Situations ; the time and trouble spent in nth them for the 
N public eye will not have been entirely misemployed.

In the language of the Customs those Allowances only are called Drawbacks, which are given upon Goods 


Exported in the game form in which they are Imported, When that form has been 80 altered by Manufacture of any kind 
as to come under a new denomination, they are called Bounties. 


Drawbacks, however, it must always be understood, are useful only in those Cases in which the Goods, for the 
Exportation of which they are given, are really exported to some Foreign Country, and not ctandestinely re-imported into 
our own. That some Drawbacks, particularly those upon Zobacco, have frequently been abused in this manner, and 
have given occasion to many Frauds equally Martin both to the Revenue and to the fair trader, is well known.

+ The effect af Bounties, like that of all the other expedients of the Mercantile system, can only be 70 force the Trade 
of a Comnry into a Channel, much less advantageous than that in which it would naturally run of its own accord.

No Country in Europe allows any Drawback or Bounties on Exports, but on the contrary subjects them to duty. 

France, indeed, for the last four years of her Monarchy, was an exception to this rule in two instances only: the one, 
in giving a Bounty of 40 Livres per Ton for the Importation of Slaves into her Islands, and the other was an encou- 
ragement for the establishing a Whale F ishery. It cannot therefore be alledged that it is to aid the Sale of the various 
Articles receiving Bounties and Drawhacks in conformity with the usage, or to place our Merchants upon a par with 
those of other Countries; and surely it must appear a strange infatuation to take from the Public, for the exclusive 
benefit of any peculiar class of men, who have nothing similar to combat with in Foreign Markets. The Advocates 
for this Mode may offer every argument in its behalf, and state that the Money with which the Payments of the 
Bounties and Drawbacks are made, is deducted from the Receipts of Duties upon Goods imported, and which 
Importation is by this means largely extended ;—<till the fact remains—that to supply the deficiency of that part of the 
Revenue of Customs or Excise, which the Bounties and Drawbacks create, a Tax must be levied upon the Community 
at large. 
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Tux Transactions Which this Tract purposes to describe, began in the year 1789, when Iwas 
| introduced on the goth of March, to Mr. Ros, * by a Member of Parliament, as a Person 
capable of giving some useful hints respecting the Tobacco Bill, then intended to be brought 
forward. After seeing the Papers, many interviews took place, and letters past upon the 
subject; in one of which, dated April 15, Mr. Ros desired “ the houses on the Continent which 
sold the Tobacco for the illicit Trade, and more particularly the names of the Purchasers in 
England, if possible, to be specified; also the manufactured Tobacco to be distinguished from 
the quantity in leaf, with the prices abroad, and those at which each sort was delivered in London, 
and on the Coast, so as to shew the different gradations of the risque and expence of moving it.“ 
—On the 13th of April. the Account was Sent to Mr. Ross, stating the Prices, as desired. A 
Copy of the proposed Tobacco Bill was given me the 20th of April, by Mr. Rosx, and on the 
2lst, the Gentleman, who introduced me, wrote at my request, to Mr. Rosx, stating—that if 
no advantage would be taken against the Parties, the Mode by which Tobacco was smuggled, 
even with the Security f Government Paper, would be explained. The answer was“ That no 
use would be made of the Intelligence to the detriment of the Persons concerned.” On the 
Sth of May, the + Certificates were given to Mr. Rost, who was extremely surprised at the 
manner by which the Fraud was carried on, and directed Copies of the Papers to be taken, 
and then to forward them to the Parties as addr essed. 


Ae the 17th or 18th of May, a fresh Bill, containing many new Clauses, and others 
corrected and arranged agreeable to the hints that had been given to prevent the Frauds in the 
transit and manufacture of Tobacco, was returned with the original one to Mr. Rosz. On the 
28th of May, by order of Mr. Rosx, I attended Mr. Viviaw at the Temple, to read over and 
compare the two Bills. On the 6th. of June, Mr. Ros wrote me, « they had determined to

T It i 18 to he remarked, that the 4 two Officers through Whose connivance the Fraud was carried on, were dismissed 
after the Tobacco Act took place, (1oth of Oæëoler, 1789) but upon their Petition to the 73 reasury, one had a Pension 
of 251. per ann. allowed, which ceased on his being re- employed in the Jerquer's Office at the Customs; the other 
had in 1792 a Pension of 20). their zalaries were 4ol. per ann. each, and by their conniving with the Trader, the 
Revenue had been most enormously defrauded. The imposition was effected by these Officers at the Customs in 
London, granting Certificates. which were never filed, and also allowing in such Certificates more time to remove the 
Tobacco than was necessary, so that the Certificate would cover the quantity to be removed 72wo or three journeys instead 
of one. Added to this, that Blank Certificates were obtained from the same Officers, and sent to the Merchant in the 
Country, who, by the privity of the Officer in the Country, played the same trick as to time, for forwarding the 
Smugled Tobacco from the Country to London, and by the specifving the weight of the Tobaccos in figures only by the 
insertion of other Figures and Cyphers, the amount was easily altered; as for instance—100, by the addition of 1 or o, 
made 1100 or 1000.

Mr. Ros remarked— that with great address and care an intelligent person might obtain 
one particular Port, but that it was beyond bis idea, that an account from various Ports could be got, 
and that probably my expectation of sucb acquirement was too sanguine 10 allow me to see the di iffculty; 
however be sbould take two or three days to consult with Mr. Pit upon the measure, which, could 
it be accomplisbed, was of the utmost importance.” The 27th of March l saw Mr. Ros, and re- 
ceived a Draft on Messrs. DrumMonps for my Disbursements and Expences respecting the 
Tobacco Bill; Mr. Ros say in g It uas right. to settle one account before entering upon fresb 
matters. The Receipt I gave, stated, in conformity to Mr. Rosk's desire, that the money 
was paid me on account of services rendered to the Revenue. Mr. Rose enquired * what 7 
thought the expence would be of getting any one Port? My reply was, from the nature of the 
undertaking, it was impossible to give an answer 10 that question, but that be might assure himself 
Government would be put to no other charge t han the money actually paid; that, being a Professional 

| man, at the conclusion of the Business 1 sbould think mysclf entitled to'the assistance of Goternment in 
that profession; and, looking forward to that obje&, I did not propose being repaid more than the money 
advanced in prosecuting the business. —Mr. Rosx then gave me orders to get the Import, at Ostend, 
of Tobaccos, Sugars, and Rums, from the Port of London, for six months. On the 2d of 

June, Mr. Rosx, at my intimation, permitted the papers, to be addressed to him, to prevent 
inspection by the Officers. They were brought to En gland on the 14th of June, and delivered 
to Mr. Rost on the 3d of August ; the intermediate- time, myself, and two or three Clerks, 

were fully employed in arranging and copying them into Books for Mr. Rosx. The Papers 

given to Mr. Rosꝝ on the 3d of August, consisted of Book No. 1, containing First, the Ships 
and Captains names. Secondly, the Port arrived from. Thirdly, the names of the Houses to 
whom the Ships were consigned. * Þ ourtbly, the Declaration of the Cargoes of all the British 
Ships that entered the Port of Ostend from the Ist of September 1789, to 3oth of April 1790. 
Fifthly, the quantities of Tobacco, Spirits, and Sugars landed at Ostend by the London Ships 
trading to that Port, within the above Date, Lasily, the account of Tobacco and Spirits 
shipped at Ostend in the same space, to be smuggled into this Countr Y, both in the Mer- 
chant Vessels, and by the Smuggling Cutters and Luggers, with the names of the Shippers at 
Ostend, and also the Captains and Vessels, together with the places where the Goods were 
landed on the Coast of Great Britain, and of which Book, the following is the Contents.

Upon examination of the Port List, it will be found that the Arrivals from some particular 
Ports far exceed the number of Clearances from Ostend to those Ports; in such Cases it should be 
noted that many of the Ships after delivery of their Cargoes at Ostend are chartered out by 
the Merchants there to various Ports of Europe, if not under orders to proceed to other 
Ports by their Owners in England; for example, in the Port List, September 22, 1789, the 
Venus, Captain J. Brisbane, arrived from Glasgow—on the 18th of October following she 

sailed for Cork, being chartered out by a House in Ostend for Cork after delivery of her first 
Cargo. Many thousand Tons of British Shipping are thus constantly hired by the Flemish 
Merchants, the English having nearly supplanted the Dutch as Carriers for the Flemish in 
their Foreign Commerce. The number of Vessels freighted from the different Ports up the 
Streights and Mediterranean to Ostend, renders this Port of great benefit to the British 
Fisheries, by taking up the Ships upon freight which carry Cargoes of Fish to Spain, Italy,

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1 ALso with the foregoing Books, delivered a Paper, stating r reasons, should the Manufac. 
turers of Tobacco petition for leave to return the Stalks to the Kin 8 8 Warehouse to be burnt, 
such Petition ought to be rejected. 


Mr. Ros expressed his entire approbation of the manner in which these Books were drawn 


up, *© That they were concise, at the same time comprebensive, and fully exhibited what Government 
wanted to have ascertained.“ On the eve of that day, (Aug. 3,) by letter to Mr. Rosx, and for 


reasons therein expressed, I requested leave to search the Clearance Books at the Custom-House, 
intimating the propriety of my doing it, that no alarm might be given in case other foreign 


Ports might be wanted. The 6th of Aug. this request was repeated to Mr. Rost, who on the 
7ih gave me a letter to Mr. Ixvins, the Inspector General of Exports and Imports, “ desiring 


him to procure me any books or papers I might want.” I attended Mr. Irving accordingly, and 


delivered this letter, who, after asking me the nature of my enquiry, and to what it tended, 


and finding me not at liberty to disclose it, assisted in procuring what was necessary. I de- 
sired to inspect the Bounty and Certificate Books for 1790. They were produced, but were 
sent for every few minntes. I then asked for those of the preceding year. The pretence of 
continual reference to these Books, as had been the case with the former, was not here al- 


ledged, but the Searchers wrote to the Commissioners, complaining against Mr. Irvine for 
doing what he had been directed to do by Mr. Rosk. The obstacles thrown in the way, 


to prevent the production of the Books, convinced me it was for obvious reasons necessary 


to look over the Indorsed Bills as well as the Books, that no mistakes might arise; this was 
accordingly done, and though they consisted of many thousands, were accurately examined. 
The consequence was, that far greater deficiencies were found, than I could have thought 


possible, although prepared by those who were certain of the facts not to be easily sur- 


prized. On the 12th of August I breakfasted with Mr. Rosk, who had fixed that morning 
to look over the Ostend Books, No. 1, and No. 2, but some other Gentleman coming in, 
the evening was appointed, when Mr. Rose said he should desire Mr. Irving to attend. At our 


meeting in Palace Yard in the evening, after much conversation respecting the great sums lost 


to the Country by the Frauds on the Bounties and Drawbacks, Mr. Rosk asked Mr. Irving 
upon what articles he thought the impositions chiefly attached ; he enumerated Low Linens, 
Sugars, Spirits, Corn, and Tobacco, and said how the extent of the frauds were to be known, 
except by the accounts of the quantities landed at the foreign Ports, and by what means that 

intelligence was to be procured, he could not point out, as no one would be hazardous enough 
to risque the discovery of an Act in which his life and er were at stake.“ After Mr. 


It is to be noted, that at the instant Mr. I e KA stating the risque of acquiring the information from the fo- 


reign Custom Books, and his inability to arrange any plan for such a measure being successfully adopted, Mr. Rosz 


Was in possession of the Papers from one Port, of which Mr. IXVI NSG was ignorant. To a friend u ho assisted me in ex- 
amining the Bounty and Certificate Books, Mr. IX VIx G repeated, „“the impossibility of devising a iy mode of coming 
at the existing impositions in the Bounties and Drawbacks, except from the knowledge of what was actually landed at 


foreign Ports, and that however large the recompence to attain such knowledge, no man would undertake it, allodging 
as A reason, that no Country, Was he discovered, could claim him as a subject.“

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Irving had left Palace Yard, Mr. Rosk was acquainted by me with a circumstance 
concerning Tobacco; for by the documents delivered to Mr. Rosx, it evidently appeared 
that a quantity of Tobacco had been delivered at Ostend by certain ships trading from Lon- 
don to that Port, and there was no account of. such Tobacco having been cleared at the Cus- 
tom-House in London; that Mr. Ixvine, to whom I had applied for particulars relating 
thereto, had assured me no Tobacco had been shipped at London for the port of Ostend in the 
months of Sept. and OR. 1789—That he was confident thereof, as the account of every article 
water. born was delivered into his office. I remarked to Mr. Ross, that as to the accuracy of 
Mr. Ixvixc's Books there was no doubt, but still his statement depended upon the accounts he 
received from other departments; that as Tobacco was now under the Excise, had I Mr. RosE's 
authority to inspect the Books at the King's Warehouse, the discovery would be made of the 
quantity delivered from thence for exportation. Mr. Rost then gave me a letter to Mr. 
Gonpox, to whom I carried it the next morning, (the 13th). Upon enquiry of Mr. Goxpon 
what the mode was in delivering the Tobaccos for exportation, he told me, * that the Cocket 
and Bill came from the Customs, where the Merchant gave bond ; that the Cocket was a war- 
rant to him to weigh and deliver such quantities of Tobacco as ths Cocket mentioned ; that 
the Cocket accompanied the ship with its counter part from the Custom-House to Gravesend, 
where one was given to the Captain of the vessel, and the other returned to the Custom- 
House.“ Upon inspection of the Excise Books, I found the quantity delivered for exportation 
to Ostend in September and October, 1789, to be 275 hhds. In possession of this fact, I once 
more asked Mr. IRvIxd if any Tobacco had been cleared out for Ostend in the above- men- 
tioned two months, and was positively assured by him that none had been cleared, * nor was 
there a syllable concerning such Exportation in the Bounty and Certificate Books, or in the 
Bounty and Certificate Bills, which were one by one carefully examined. At this same period, Mr. 
Ros held out the necessity of forming some plan to check the abuses, and upon my saying it was 
in my power to point out such a plan, he pressed me to finish it without delay. Upon the 16th of 
August I saw Mr. Rosk about further deficiencies in Sugars and Rums, and upon my seeing him 
on the 19th, he desired documents to be obtained of the imports at Dunkirk of Tobacco, Su- 
gar, and Rum, and also the Contraband Trade from Flushing and Dunkirk. I asked him if 
the same method which had been observed in the Ostend Papers would do, he replied, 
«© None could be better, but that it would be necessary to have evidence of the extrafts being authentic ; 
that as for himself be had no doubts, but that Mr. Fox or Mr. StrrIpan might in the House observe, 
the Books were neatly wrote, and appeared to carry conviction, but how was their authenticity to be es- 
tablisbed 2? My answer was, that the person who had himself procured the extracts, would 
be ready to give his testimony to their truth and accuracy. Mr, Rose said, that if further 
evidence could be had, it would be the more desirable. In consequence of the above sugges- 
tion of Mr. Rosx, the persons who produced the Custom-House Books abroad, and who gave 


- and suffered the extracts to be taken, were held in readiness to come over and attest the 
truth of them. 


In a more advanced stage of the business, some time at the end of January, 1791, Mr. IXVIxG said he had made 
A discovery of 500, ooolbs. of Manufactured Tobacco, which, by some mistake, had never been brought into account.

Some time on or about the 16th of Sept, the Book, No. 4,* containing the Ostend account of 
the Cargoes of the London Traders, checked with the Bounty and Certificate Books, and the 
indorsed Bounty and Certificate Bills at the Custom-House, London, was delivered to Mr.

ON the 23d of Sept. the followin g Plan for preventing abuses in the Bounties and Draw backs 


- Tris PLAN is classed under the two heads of F oreign and Home Regulations. As the regula- 
tions at the Foreign Ports are very essential, they will be first considered, though the arrange- 
ments both at home and abroad are designed to mutually assist and support each other. 


In a Country from whose Commerce an immense“ Revenue is drawn, the care to promote 
and preserve that Commerce is naturally a first concern, and every aid that human wisdom 
could devise has forwarded its interests; but in supporting this necessary and favourite object, 
the method of encouragement has thrown temptations in the way too lucrative to be resisted, 
and with such few obstacles that impositions are systematically and regularly practised; to 
stop the further progress it is therefore recommended, that Commercial Agents be appointed 
at the following Ports, ezpressly for the purpose of examining, whether the Goods and Mer- 


lt may not be here amiss to state the progress of this branch of the Revenue. Customs on Exports and Imports 

were first collected in England, Anno 979. Those of the Port of London at Billingsgate, being its only Wharf; they 
were first let to farm in the fourth year of King John (1203) at 1000 Marks. The Customs of all England, and the 
profits arising from its principal fairs from the fourth to the sixth year of his reign amounted only to 49587. 75. 324. 
In the reign of Henry the Third, the Customs were augmented to 6000 J. but this increase was complained of as 
tending to the overthrow of trade. The Customs were first granted by Parliament to Edward the First in 1274, and the 
origin of tunnage and poundage took place in this Monarch's reign, who began with additional duties on alien or 
foreign merchants, craftily foreseeing that the taxes they paid without dispute, might with greater ease, at a future 
day, be levied upon his own subjects. In 1304 therefore he granted the Charta Mercatoria to the merchant strangers 
settled in England, which although it was suspended in the 3d, and totally repealed in the 57h of Edward the Second, 
by the Lords who were at that time entrusted with the Government of the Country; yet it was again established the 
27th of Edward the Third, and is in fact the foundation of the duties of tunnage and poundage. Edward the Third 

t 


raised the Customs of the Port of London alone to 12000 Marks per Annum, a sum superior to what the whole Customs 
of England yielded in Henry the Third's time, an N . 


The first legal grant of Tunnage and Poundage imposed by full Parliament, and extending to Natives was Anno 1373. 
In Henry the Fifth's time the Customs produced by an account laid before Parliament in 1433, 40, 687 /. 195. ed: In 
his Son's reign, from bad management, the Customs had decreased 10,0007. In the reign of Elizabeth 1590, the rent 
of the Customs was raised from 24,000 J. to 50,000 per Annum ; and Sir Thomas Smith, by whom they had been farmed 
at 14,000 J. (some Authors say 20,000 J.) per Annum, was obliged to refund part of the Profit he had received. 


The Custom House in London was first built in 1599. (the present one in 1718.) The Revenue of Customs has rapidly 
increased. At James's Accession 1603, the produce was 127,000/. per Annum. Their amount in 1613 was 
148,057 J. 7s. 8d. and towards the conclusion of this reign they had increased to 190,000 J. In the time of the 
Commonwealth, such additions were made to the Revenue of Customs and Excise (the latter being first imposed in 1643) 
that notwithstanding the destruction which is ever attendant upon Civil Wars. Cromwell had 1,100,000 J. per Annum, 
offered for a lease of both in 1657. In 1666 the Customs were farmed for 490,000/. In 1688 their amount was 
557.7521. In 1709 the net produce of the Customs was 1, 35 3,483 J. In 1711 the Customs at the Port of London 
compared with those of the Outports, were more than ree and a half to one. By a printed paper in 1715, giving the 
net amount of the Customs for the fifteen years immediately preceding, it appears the gross amount was 20,291,468 /. 
or upon an annual medium 1,352,764/. In 1745 the produce was 1,198,221/. In 1760 the produce was 2,295,791 /. 
And in 1788 the net produce was 3, 789, 2741. In 1790 the gross amount was 4,652,197 J. the net produce was 
3.764, 482 J. In 1793 the gross amount was 5, 497, ooo J. and the sum paid into the Exchequer was 3,950,000/7. 


The expence of collection in 1788, when the gross amount was 4,725, 640 J. was 506, 548 J. or about 10 5 per cent. 


The gross produce of the Scotch Customs for the year ending the 5th of January 1789, was 250,839 J. 11s. 8d.

Those that were occasionally called in, might possibly swell that calculation to 12, 500, a number which cannot 
be deemed exorbitant, where a Revenue from fifteen millions and a half to sixteen millions 1s to be collected. At the 
above period, Mr. PI r stated the Receipt of the French Finances was acknowledged to be somewhat about 400,000,090 
of Livres, or nearly 20,000,000 Sterling. In 1785 when Mr. NeckeR's Book was originally published, the Taxes of 
France amounted to 585 millions of Livres, or £24,375,000 Sterling, and the number of Revenue Officers was 250,000 


'The Salaries of the Officers of the Customs in England, with the incidents in that department, amounted in 1788 to 
383,294/. The Fees then paid by private individuals to the Officers of the Customs, in addition to the Salaries 
received from the Public, according to the Commissioners of the Public Accounts? Report, is 115, 800 J. making together. 
499,094 1. which divided amongst 12,500 persons is 39/7. 18s. 64d. each. 


The smallness of the Salaries of the Acting Officers in both Customs and Excise, particularly the former, has often 
excited the attention of persons far more capable of describing their situation, and the probable good consequences to 
the Revenue, by removing them from a state of penury, where bribes may be so tendered as their poverty may either 
induce them to accept, or to bury in silence the attempt to corrupt them. Should. it be objected that in these times of 
National Distress, any additional burden is inadmissible; yer allowing from the advance in all the articles of life such - 
increase to be just, and that the above is themost prominent reason for declining ; it without entering into a computation 
of the rise which the various Departments of the Revenue would feel from this incitement to duty in their several Officers, 
for the purpose of putting this scheme into execution, let Government relinquish its share in the Seizures, Fines, and For- 
feitures: as it is now managed, this part of the Revenue is little advantageous to the Public. Ihe Gross Produce of Seizures, 

Fines, and Forfeitures in Great Britain, anno 1788, amounted to 222,830 J. 145. 62d. from this sum if we are to credit a 
very intelligent Writer, the Public Treasury has drawn a small proportion indeed, even in England; and in Scotland, the 
share of the Crown is pensioned away to Individuals, instead of being applied either for the internal improvement of 
North Britain, or for the general benefit of the Empire. The deductions from the above Gross Produce must be 
considerable, from the Charges of Prosecutions, &c. but supposing from 111,415 J. 7s. 31d. (the Moiety claimed by 
the Crown) the net receipt is only 60,000 J. that sum judiciously distributed amongst the indigent classes of the Revenue 
Officers, would operate essentially to the augmentation of the Revenue, by removing the apprehensions of distress which 
a man must entertain who has a wife or family to support upon such small Stipends, as from 35 J. to 401. per annum in 
the Customs, and from 457. to 65 J. in the Excise, where if an Officer obtains what is termed a Ride, he is allowed only 
60 J. though obliged to keep a horse, as his duty lies at such distances that he cannot perform it without one. To 
the afore- mentioned sum of 60, ooo. may be added the + Salaries of many annecessary Offices in the Customs which have 
been recommended to be suppressed; if their amount is too inconsiderable to have a name in the Public Treasury, {26,719 
(the annual income of such useless Offices) would contribute to the Comfort, and in a great measure secure the vigilance 
of those Officers, who, by their immediate presence have every opportunity to check or wink at the most flagrant practices.

* ALL Merchants shipping Goods and Merchandizes for exportation, entitled to Bounty or 
Drau back, or for which Bonds are given for the exporting thereof, in Ships declaring for two 
or more Ports, shall specify the particular Port in their Bills of Entry, to which the different 
Goods and Merchandizes are respectively intended to be exported ; and no person shall, in 

future, make Entry of the same Goods and Merchandizes for more than one Port. . 


* Compelling Shippers of Goods and Merchandizes for exportation in Ships entring for more than one Port, to de- 
clare for which particular Port such Goods and Merchandizes are to be exported, will oblige the Captains of such Ships 
to deliver the Cockets of such Goods and Merchandizes to the Commercial Agent at the Port specified in the Cockets. 
Should the Shippers of Goods and Merchandizes entitled to Bounty or Drawback, direct the channel of their commerce 
to a Port where no Commercial Agent is appointed, in order to obtain fraudulent Certificates, the intention will be soon 
discovered; nor should entries in future be suffered to be made to any Country, without specifying the particular Port in 
that Country where the Goods are designed for: Tobacco has been taken from the King's Warehouse for exportation on 
demand of Cocket from the Customs, when such Cocket has only signified the Country it was going to; entries have also 
been made, and Bounties obtained on Sugars declared for two Ports, though the fact is, the Sugars have never been ex- 
ported to either. |

Any person producing more than one Certificate of the same Goods and Merchandizes being 
Landed at more than one Port, and demanding payment of the Bounty or Drawback due upon 
the legal exportation of such Goods and Merchandizes, shall forfeit the value of the Bonds 
entered into at the Customs in Great Britain for the exporting of the same, and likewise 
incur a further penalty of Five Hundred Pounds for each and every offence. 


And as by Act of 25 Geo. III. the Debentures of Goods and Merchandizes ex ported, and 
entitled to receive Bounty or Draw back, must be made out in the name of the real Owner of 
such Goods and Merchandizes. No person in future but the real Owner of Goods and Mer- 
chandizes exported, entitled to Bounty or Drawback, or for which Bond is given at the 
Customs or Excise in Great Britain for the exporting thereof, (and of which Goods and 
Merchandizes the Certificate from the Commercial Agent duly certifies the landing and 
delivery) shall present such Certificate, and demand the Bounty or Drawback due thereon, or 
if Bond has been given, shall demand that the said Bond or Bonds shall be discharged ; 
and if any Certificate shall be forged or altered, the person Presenting the same shall forfeit the 
penalty of the Bond or Bonds given at the Customs in Great Britain, for the due exportation 
of such Goods and Merchandizes as are mentioned in such forged or altered Certiſicate, and 
shall likewise incur for every such offence a further penalty of Five Hundred Pounds. 


Every Officer or Tidewaiter, authorised to receive Goods and Merchandizes for exportation, 
and stationed on board any ship for inspedting the shipping of the same, shall, on no pre- 
tence whatsoever, permit any Goods and Merchandizes to come on board, without having first 
delivered to him a Bill or Bills of Entry for the same, signed by the Searching Officer ; and the 
Officer stationed on board such ship shall endorse on each respective Searchers” Bill or Bills, what 
part of the Goods and Merchandizes mentioned in such Bill or Bills he has actually received, and 
the dates of receiving the same on board such sbip, and every Officer so stationed on board, 
and having charge of any Ship or Cargo, shall faithfully and regularly enter in two Tables of 
entry, a full and particular account of all the Goods and Merchandizes received by him, with 
the dates of the delivery on board such Ship, the names of the persons shipping such Goods 
and Merchandizes, and also the name of the Officer or Land-waiter searching the same, and in 
case of any change of Officers, all the Searchers' Bills in his possession at the time of such 
change, together with the two Tables of entry, shewing what Goods and Merchandizes are 
actually received on board, and taken in charge by the preceding Officer, shall be immediately 
transferred to the Officer last appointed to the charge of such ship; the Officer leaving such 
ship, first countersigning such Searchers' Bill and Tables of entry up to the date of his change, 
and such succeeding Officer shall sign the date of receiving such papers, and shall also daily insert 
in both Tables of entry what further part of the cargo shall be received by him, until the whole 
lading is compleated ; when he, together with the Captain and Mate of such ship, shall sign both _ 
Tables of entry, and after being so signed by the Officer, Captain, and Mate, one Jable of

No Goods or Merchandizes after being received on board and entered ia the Tables of Entry, 
shall be permitted to be removed or relanded from any ship, without an express order and 
permission from the Commissioners of his Majesty's Customs in Great Britain - and if any 
Goods or Merchandizes shall be permitted to be relanded or removed from on board any ship 
by order of the Commissioners of his Majesty's Customs, the quantity and quality of such 
Goods and Merchandizes shall be expressly described in both the Tables of Entry, with the 
date of the order obtained for such relanding or removal, and when such Goods and M erchans- 
dizes were actually relanded or removed ; the Duplicate of the Table of Entry, delivered at the 
Office of the Chief Searcher, (or at such other office as the Commissioners shall appoint) shall 

be kept by the Officer on board, who shall accompany the ship to Gravesend, and be there 
delivered to the Superintendant, appointed by the Commissioners of Customs, ſor the express

* As the voyages of all ships taking out Goods and Merchandizes entitled to Bounties or Drawbacks, or for which 
Bonds have been given, are by this plan meant to be kept separate, it certainly would be an improvement, and save 
much trouble to have the Bounty and Certificate Goods displayed at one view, by entering the Bounty on 
one, and the Certificate Goods on the opposite side of the Book, 'Two Books for each year, to contain the 
voyages for six months each, if the entries for twelve months should be judged to make them too bulky, should join- 
ing the two accounts be objected to, and the preference given to their being as at present in two Books, still the ac- 
counts should be kept in the form now prescribed, and each voyage separate and distinct in each Book, the use of the 
Persons* names Signing Certificates where no Commercial Agent is resident, being entered into ihe Bounty and Certiſcate 
Books, as well as those of the Commercial Agent's, will probably be some check upon the casy method of obtaining the 
Drawbacks and Bounties ; as the signature of any two persons whether Britisb Merchants or not, is at present sufficient.

That the most egregious Frauds have been committed, and are hourly practised in the exportation of Sugar, 
and that this part of the Revenue, as to the enormous bounty paid on the export, is misunderstood, is full as 
evident as the injury the Public thereby endure. It is an argument not to be refuted, that Sugars, however abundant, 
will always keep up an exorbitant price, so long as the Exporter is paid by Government in so absurdly liberal a man- 
ner. The Refiners and Exporters, who are not extremely numerous, having no check or competition to the monopoly, 
consider it indifferent whether they sell their manufactured Sugars at home or not, because the bounty ensures a certain 
profit; the extravagance of this bounty not only invests the Refiners or Exporters with the power of monopoly, but 
paves the way to frauds practised under a thousand shapes, every one of which affects the Revenue. It is a double- 
edged weapon, cutting both ways: nor has the late Act of 1792, repressed its evil effects; on the contrary it seems to 
have been framed to give the Refiners and Exporters greater latitude to monopolize, for as long as they are able to ex- 
port the manufactured Sugars under the recompence of a bounty of 3o shillings, it is next to impossible (except by a 
general failure of a Crop in all the islands), that Sugars should ever reach the price, when the Ss on exportation 
ceases, as the bounty itself will operate so as to keep the market within the settled rate of the Act. 8

« Tt was asserted in the Morning Herald of last Wednesday, that the advanced price of refined Sugars does not pay 
the expences of the Refiner; and that the Bounty and Drawback, which is considerably more than the Duty, barely | 
balances the charges of working. Whence comes it then, that the Dutch Refiners, who purchase their Raw Sugars at 
a dearer market than the English Refiner, can find their account in the refining of Sugar, and at the same time sell 
their commodity of the same quality from 12 to 16 per cent. cheaper than the consumer in England can purchase it? It 
is not from the advantages either of fuel or labour, for they are both considerably higher, particularly the article of 
fuel, and no Bounty or Drawback is allowed. It would be matter of information, to point out how the British Planter 
is so wonderfully benefitted, when his Raw Sugars are sold at much lower prices than the Raw Sugars of other nations. 
The Bounty and Drawback, which was originally meant to encourage the plantation and growth of Sugar, is useless to

the Planter, for your Correspondent states, that our supplies are insufficient for ourselves: if that assertion is founded 


in fact, the Bounty must be ill-timed which is given to get rid of that small supply we have, to the detriment of the 


public at home, and for the sole benefit of the Exporter and foreign Consumer.“ It is, perhaps, needless to note, that 
this statement was never controvertem. | 

The public Papers are daily remarking the extreme high price of Sugars, alledging, that on the Continent British 
refined Sugars are to be bought two-pence or threepence a pound cheaper than at home. This must ever be the case 


during the continuance of the present Bounty; for, although we have seen in the same prints the profit of refining 


I.cwt. of Raw Sugar reduced so low as 3s. 104.4, yet, trifling as this gain appears, the Refiner, for laying out 
Gl. 35. 8d. 2, (the value of 2 caut. of Raw Sugar) makes in the course of his trade, 75. 94.3, which added to the Bounty 
of 30s. on Exportation, yields him upward of 30 per cent. supposing the return to be once in twelve months; but it is 
well known that the Refiner can make six returns in the course of the year, which gives a profit of upwards of 3o per cent. 
exclusive of the Bounty; if that is taken into the account, he receives Lg in Bounties from Government, which added to the 
20. 6s. 9d. the profit on the six returns, gives him in fact 111. 6s. 9d. for advancing of 6/7. 3s. 843. which he is 
reimbursed by the sale of the commodity. No regulation, therefore, can assist the consumer in this Country, till the 
Bounty is either much lowered, or, as it ought to be, TOTALLY ABOLISHED. 


It has been known that a house in London, in connection with a house at one of the out-ports, and one at Ostend, 
has received the Bounty upwards of zo times on the same Sugar, by means of false certificates. The manner of shipping 
Sugars requires more attention: the mode is (especially where expedition is pleaded) the merchant sends the marks 
and weights of the Casks, and desires to know what Casks may be left to be inspected; the officer returns the number, 


&c. of such Casks as he means to look at.— Not a word need be said on the probable effects of such very confidential 


indulgence. i 


* The branding and numbering the Casks in which refined Sugars are packed for Exportation, will compel such 
Sugars to be actually shipped on board the ships for which such Sugars were declared to be exported in; as the Mer- 


chant who by connivance shall withhold any of the Casks from being put on board, must be detected immediately by 


checking the Table of Entry with the Searcher's bills: and should any Captain and Mate be bribed to suffer any of 
the Casks to be re-landed, after their oath at Gravesend, the Commercial Agents not granting their Certificates for 
receiving the Bounty, except for such Sugars landed abroad as shall have the Custom-house stamp and weights on the 
Casks, and that tally with the numbers and weights expressed in the cockets for the same, will prevent injury to the 
Revenue. The Traders, so far from deriving benefit of Bounty or Drawback where there is any deficiency, will have 
the bonds put in suit against them, unless they can account for such deficiency to the satisfaction of the Commissioners 
of the Customs.

The 13th March, 1787, when Mr. P1TT moved for the Reduction of the Duties on Brandy, he stated the legal im- 
portation not to exceed 700,000 galls. while the supposed amount of the smuggled, was 4,000,000 galls. - It was 
lamented that the Chancellor of the Exchequer had not been able to obtain the exact account of the Quantity of Brandy 
smuggled into this Country before the conclusion of the French Treaty; but it was contended, the Treaty with France 
would by no means diminish the Smuggling of that article into this Country ; from 600,000 to 700,000 galls. were the 
estimate of the Brandies imported, but of this quantity only 160, ooo galls.. were imported annually from France, the 
residue was imported from Spain, or other countries on that part of the Continent; consequently, lowering-the Duties 


of what was legally imported from France, could not increase the Revenue. The loss of the whole intended reduction 
of Duty was calculated at £200,000; but an increased legal importation of 800,000 galls. deducted from the 4, ooo, ooo 


at that time clandestinely imported, was to form a sufficient compensation. 

If this Statement of the Brandies smuggled was correct, the Country lost {800,000 on that sort of Spirits alone;

The Spirits are shipped in legal-sized casks, and at particular spots are met by cutters, &c. who have 
ankers and half-ankers on board, into which the Spirits are started; this operation is extremely quick: if any accident 
intervenes to prevent this change, manifests are always on board to answer to the different quantities, and the Spirits 
by the manifests apparently are consigned to order, are sometimes regularly landed and the Duties paid, at others

In 1780 an Act passed for allowing a Bounty on the 8 ee of British Corn and Grain in Ships of any Kingdom 
in amity with His Majesty.

« As a new Corn Bill is soon to appear, it may not be displeasing to your Readers to mention some Parts of the ex- 


isting one, which under the Plea of helping Agriculture, has done little more than enrich a few Individuals at the 


Public Expence. The Bounty on Wheat exported, is artfully maintained to be of the- greatest Moment to the Farmer, 


Upon Examination it will be found, that the Bounty is not allowed, until the Farmer (who was the Person originally 


meant to be supported), has absolutely sold his Wheats at a low Price prescribed by the Act, and which reduced Price 
authorises the Bounty to be paid at all; . thus the Bounty is not payable till the Farmer has parted with the Property, 
upon which it can be demanded, and the Merchant exporting it remains the ozly Claimant! for it.—It may be urged, if 
none was exported by the Merchant, the Price would probably be /owver, and that by preventing a greater Drop in the 
Market, the Farmer is virtually benefitted. This Argument is entirely refuted by the Proofs adduced to the Committee on 


the Bill now before the House of Commons: for, by their Report, Great Britain does not grow Wheat enough for its own” 
Expenditure, but has been forced to have recourse to Importation. The following Statement it is presumed will shew 


the Bounty NoT USEFUL to the Farmer, and highly detrimental to the Peacantry.—It is the Interest of the Export Mer- 
chant to delay purchasing, until Jheats are at or under the Bounty Price (445. per qr.), they are then bought up and 
sent to Holland, there put into Granaries, until the Quantities drawn from this Country are so considerable as to Heighten 
the Markets to the /mport Price of 48s. per qr, (and which .{dvance generally takes place when the Farmer has /:zzle 

left upon his Hands), the game Wheat is then imported by the united Efforts of the Merchants exporting it, and their 
Correspondents abroad; to carry on this Traffic, Money is always ready both here and in Holland; nay, the Fact

Holland, till it has reached the Importation Price, when from its Vicinity to this Country, it can always be returned ear— 
lier than a Supply from America or the Baltic. The Profit is certain, for Government has already given 5s. per gr. to 


get rid of it, and the Countrv must, by Act of Parliament, submit to an Advance of 45. fer gr. more before the Ports are 
opened for Importation, while the whele Expence of the Freights to and from Holland, and the Rent of the Warchouses 


there, does not extend to Three Shillings ; if Oze Shilling a Quarter is added for the Interest of Money during the car- 
Tying on of the farce, there will still be left, after every Deduction, Five Shillings a Quarter. All Consideration of the 
Poor has manifestly been overlooked in this ridiculous Profusion, for no Man of common Observation can be so imposed 
upon, as to credit the Comfort of the indigent and laborious Part of the Community was consulted, when Government 
absolutely pays for removing the Corn into another: Country, which a plentiful Season would go far to place within the 


Reach of their Pockets i» this. In this Age for Reform, surely, Mr. Editor, some Member of the Senate may be found 


who will have the Firmness to explain this Evil, for to be remedied, it need only be fairly understood. Those in of— 
ficial Departments are not insensible of the Frauds practised in obtaining the Bounties. The Land Owners would con- 
cur in the abolishment, finding themselves taxed to pay Bounties which are clearly of no service to their Lenantiy; and the 
Farmers must also see that this ill designed Phantom for promoting Agriculture, is of no Advantage to them. The Far. 
mers, Sir, are a Body of Men possessed of Experience and Information, and are thoroughly acquainted, that when the 
Consumption of so essential an Article as Bread Corn, exceeds the growth, the Price must remain at a certain Par answer- 


able. to the Cos? of Cultivation. Whenever it ceases to do 30, let the Wisdom of Parliament listen to the Grievance, 


and auggest Measures to re- instate its Value, and a&zally assist the Industry of the complaining Farmer, not (according 
to the present System), connive at the Inposition of the Export Merchant. 0 


If any thing further need be urged to shew the bad policy of Bounties being allowed upon so essential an article as 
Corn, the author of the Wealth of Nations most ably gives his reasons against it. He contends that whatever ex- 
tension of the Foreign Market can be occasioned by the Bounty, must, in every particular year, be altogether 
at the expence of the Home Market; as every bushel of Corn exported by means of the Bounty, and which would 
not have been exported without the Bounty, would have remained in the home market to increase the consump— 
tion, and lower the price of that commodity. This Corn Bounty, it is to be observed, as well as every other Bounty 
upon exportation, imposes te different taxes upon the people; first, the tax which they are obliged to contribute, in 
order to pay the Beunty; and secondly, the tax which arises from the advanced price of the commodity in the home 
market, and which, as the awhole body of the people are purchavers cf Corn must, in this peculiar commodity, be paid 
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have first delivered the Cocket or Cockets of the Cargo to the Commercial Agent, and shall 
verify upon oath at the same time, that the contents specified in the Cocket or Cockets are 
actually on board: except in cases of unavoidable accident and distress at sea, in such cases 
the Commercial Agent shall report the quantity actually landed at such Port, to the Commis- 
sioners of Customs in Great Britain, (a Copy of which report shall be delivered to the Captain 


by the auhole body of the people. In this particular commodity, therefore, this second tax is by much the heaviest of 
the two. Let us suppose that, taking one year with another, the Bounty of 5s. upon the Exportation of the quarter of 
Wheat, raises the price of that commoditty in the Home Market only siæpence the bushel, or four shillings the quarter, 
_ higher than it otherways would have been in the actual state of the crop. Even upon this very moderate supposition, 
the great body of the people, over and above contributing the fax which pays the Bounty of five shillings upon every 
quarter of Wheat exported, must pay another of four sbillings upon every quarter which they themselves consume ; but, 
according to the very well informed Author of the Tracts upon the Corn Trade, the average proportion of the Corn 
Exported to that consumed at Home, is not more than that of one to thirty-one; for every five 5hillixgs, therefore, which 
they contribute to the payment of the firs? tax, they must contribute 52x pounds four shillings to the payment of the 
Second, So very heavy a Tax upon the first necessary of life, must either reduce the subsistence of the labouring poor, or 
it must occasion some augmentation in their pecuniary wages, proportionable to that in the pecunia.y price of their 
gsubsistence. So far as it operates in the one way, it must reduce the ability of the labouring poor to educate and bring up 
their children, and must so far tend to restrain the Population of the Country: so far as it operates in the other, it. 
must reduce the ability of the enpleyers of the Poor, to employ so great a number as they otherwise au 15 do, and must, 
so far, tend to restrain the Industry of the Country. The extraordinary Exportation of Corn, therefore, occasioned by 
the Bounty, not only, in every particular year, diminishes the Home just as much as it extends the Foreign Market and 
Consumption, but, by restraining the Population and Industry of the Country, its final tendency is to stint and restrain 
the gradual extension of the Home Market; and thereby, in the long run, rather to diminisb than to augment the 
whole Market aud Consumption of Corn. . 


This enhancement of the Money Price of Corn, however it has been thought, by rendering that com modity more 
profitable to the Farmer, must necessarily encourage its production. | | 


This might be the case if the et of the Bounty was to raise the real Price of Corn, or to enable the Farmer, with 
an equal quantity of it, to maintain a greater number of Labourers in the same manner, whether liberal, moderate, or 
scanty, than other Labourers are commonly maintained in his neighbourhood. But neither the Bounty, it is evident, 
nor any other human institution, can have any such effect. It is not the real, but the nominal Price of Corn, which 
can in any considerable degree be affected by the Bounty: and though the Tax which that institution imposes upon 
the whole body of the people, may be very burdensome to those who pay it, it is of very little advantage to those who 
receive it. The Money Price of Labour, and of every thing that is the Produce of either Land or Labour, must 
necessarily either rise or fall in proportion to the Money Price of Corn. Though in consequence of the Bounty, there- 
fore, the Farmer should be enabled to sell his Corn for fovr shillings the bushel instead of three and 5ixpence, and to 
pay his Landlord a Money Rent proportionable to this Rise in the Money Price of his Produce, yet if, in consequence 
of this Rise in the Price of Corn, four shillings will purchase no more Home-made Goods of any other kind than three 
and 5ixpence would have done before, neither the circumstances of the Farmer, nor those of the Landlord, will be much 

mended by this change :—the Farmer will not be able to cultivate much better—the Landlord will not be able to live 
much better. In the purchase of Foreign Commodities, this enhancement in the Price of Corn may give them some 
little advantages; in that of Home-made Commodities, it can give them zone at all; and almost the 9 5 expence of 
the Farmer, and the far greater part even of that of the Landlord, is in Home-made Commodities. ] 


There is, perhaps, but one set of men in the whole Commonwealth, to whom the Bounty either was, or could bez 
essensially serviceable; these were the Corn Merchants, the Exporters, and Importers of Corn. It is in this set of men, 
accordingly, that I have observed the greatest zeal for the continuance or renewal of the Bounty. 


Our Country Gentlemen, when they imposed the high Duties upon the Importation of forezga Corn, which in Times 
of moderate Plenty amount to a Prohibition, and when they established the Bounty, seem to have imitated the Conduct 
of our Manufacturers. By the one Institution they secure to themselves the Monopoly of the Home Market, and by the 
other they endeavoured to prevent that Market from ever being overstocked with their Commodity; by both they en- 
deavoured to raise its real Value, but did not, perhaps, attend to the great and essential difference which Nature has 
fixed between Corn and almost every other Sort of Goods. When either by the Monopoly of the Home Market, or 
by a Bounty upon Exportation, you enable our Woollen or Linen Manufacturers to sell their Goods for somewhat a better 
Price than they otherwise could get for them ; you raise, not only the nominal, but the real Price of those Goods; you 
encrease, not only the nominal, but the real Profit of those Manufacturers, by enabling them to live better themselves, 
or to employ a greater quantity of labcur, in those particular Manufactures. But when, by the like Institutions, you 
raise the nominal, or Money Price of Corn, the real Wealth, the real Revenue, either of our Farmers or Country Gen- 
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or Mate) and the truth of such accident or distress shall be proved to the satisfaction of his 
Majesty's Commissioners of Customs in Great Britain, before the Bounty shall be allowed or 
paid, or any Bond or Bonds discharged for any part of the whole of such Ship's Cargo.“

tlemen is not encreased ; you do not encourage the Growth of Corn, because you do not enable them to maintain and 
employ more Labourers in raising it. The nature of things has stamped upon Corn a real value, which cannot be altered 
by merely altering the Money Price. Woollen or Linen Cloth are not the regulating Commodities by which the real 
value of all other Commodities must be finally measured and determined; Corn is: the intrinsic worth of every other 
Commodity, is finally measured and determined by the proportion which its average Money Price bears to the ade. age 
Money Price of Corn. The real value of Corn does not wary with those variations in its average Money Price, which 
sometimes occur from one century to another: it is the real value of Silver which varies with them. 


'The Bonnty upon the Exporting of Corn is liable to this further Objection, that it can in no respect promote the rais- 


ing of that particular Commodity of which it was meant to encourage the Production. When our Country Gentlemen, 


therefore, demanded. the Establishment of the Bounty, though they acted in Imitation of our Merchants and Manufac- 
turers, they did not act with that complete Comprehension of heir own Interest, which commonly directs the Conduct 
of those two other Orders of People. They loaded the public Revenue with a very considerable Expence ; they imposed 
a very heavy Tax upon the whole Body of the People; but they did not in any sensible Degree encrease the real Value of 
their own Commodity; and, by lowering somewhat the real Value of Silver, they dzscorraged the general Industry of 
the Country, and instead of advancing, retarded more or less the Improvement of their own Lands, which necessarily de- 
pends upon the general Industry of the Country. |

The Revenue suffers considerably by Cards being exported, and afterwards smuggled 
into Great Britain. The Act against playing with Cards exported, is evaded by the

From the 2d to the 13th, I had various interviews with Mr. Rosz who desired to have the 
Price of Freights for Sugars and Tobaccos from Dunkirk to the nearest shores sent him, 
which was accordingly done.

I AM just returned from inspecting the Custom Hous Books at Lynn and Cley, and have 


found that the Ships trading from those Ports with Corn, have many of them never arrived 
according to the Ports of their Declaration. The Port List delivered to you is regularly and 


faithfully extracted from the Books of the Pilot's Chamber, compared with the Books at the 


Custom House, where every Ship arriving at Ostend must be registered, on account of Har. 


bour and Pilot Duty. You will see, therefore, the use of Agents, in correcting the abuses i in 


this Article, for it is by no means certain the Corn is ever Shipped, and in those Vessels that 


declared for Ostend, and did not arrive at that Port, Dunkirk, or St. Vallery, it is with justice 


suspected the Corn never went out of the Kingdom, supposing it to have been put on board. 
The Merchant comes for his Debenture and it is granted the instant the Ship is clear of the 
Harbour, and his Correspondent in Town (for Bounties due from the subordinate Ports, for 
instance, Cley) receives the Bounty as soon as the Collector and Comptroller's Duplicates 


arrive in Town. From this mode of paying the Bounties in London, that arise from the 
small Custom Houses in the Country, I should with deference apprehend much Intricacy 
must proceed. The Port of Cley is upwards of 1,900. in debt, beyond what its Imports 
brought in for 1789. The total Imports amounted to £ 3,108 18 2. the Bounties upon Corn

Mr. Rost repeatedly mentioned his entire approbation of the mode of the Papers' Arrange. 
ment, and that no time would be lost, or attention spared, now they were in possess1on of the 
facts, to bring the business forward. I hinted Determination was requisite to combat 
a very strong Opposition, but as the persons who had the custody of the Books abroad 
were ready to attest the truth of the extrags, there was nothing to be apprehended from 
deficiency of proof. Mr. Ros replied, the testimony of the person who took the Extracts, 
united to that of the persons who saw the Extracts taken, would be undentably sufficient 
to convince the most zealous Opposers that some remedy was immediately necessary. On 
the 22d of February Mr. Ros wrote to post pone our meeting till the Steyning Committee 

was over, and when on the 9th of March I enquired of Mr. Rosk, „ Whether the Business 
was proposed to be investigated; his answer was, “That the unexpected Turn which matters 
upon the Continent had taken, and the hurry those affairs had necessarily occasioned, had oc- 


cupied every moment, and very much to his regret he feared nothing could be done till the 


next Sessions: that although it was unfortunately delayed, it was by no means ee 
but the object would most ane be prosecuted with spirit and persever ance.” 


U pon the 2d of February, 1792, I wrote to Mr, Ros, requesting to be informed if the Plan 
of Prevention was meant to be adopted, and that I had some information to communicate re- 
specting the Excise. On the 24th, at an interview with Mr. Rosz, he gave me to understand, 
« That unless what I had to unfold went to the Conduct of the Officers, they looked upon 
themselves as invulnerable in that Department.” Upon my reply, that the Papers went to 
that amongst other Objects, he said, he should consider himself much served by the commu— 

nication. I then asked if the Plan to check the abuses was laid aside? his answer was, “ That 
he had had some talk with persons on the subject, who allowed the Plan would certainly com- 
pel the Goods to go, but that would merely press the Trader to take his Goods on the other 
side, yet not prevent their being smug led back again.” To this I replied, that the main Ol ect 


was to know the Goods were Bona Vide eaported, that many of the Articles from the Expence 


of Freight, &c, could not be returned for the Bounties and Draw backs only, which a former Letler 
of mine had explained, and if it even was as had been represented to him, it created a hazard of 


Capture in the Voyage homewards, which the Exporter was now entirely free from: that 


indeed I had lately heard it was customary to take the Tobaccos from under the Excise at 
the King's Warehouses in very large quantities to be shipped in one Vessel, and then to divide 
it into many, and that Sugars and Rums were entered for Exportation in a similar manner ; 

that the Papers concerning the Deficiencies of the London Trading Vessels to Dunkirk and 
Ostend, were not erroneous on that account, and that at the two Ports atore- mentioned, the 
Import Duties or Customary Usages were too inconsiderable to induce the Captains or Mer- 


chants there to elude the Payment: that those Papers comprehended all the London Ships 
that had delivered Tobaccos, Sugars, and Spirits, and also included every Pritish Ship that 


landed Tobaccos at all; that the quantity would still be found vastly deficient, and from the 


Dates of Clearances from the Port of London, and arrival at Ostend and Duiniurk, not even a

pretence could be maintained of many of the Defaulters having landed the remainder of their 
Cargoes at other Ports, however improper such sufferance of landing must be to the saſety of 
the Revenue. The Merchants, under the circumstances of declaring their Debenture Goods 
for one Port, and going where they pleased, could either retain or bring them back to their 
own Warehouses, for as to Certificates as now managed, every Officer belonging to the Re- 
venue knew they could be obtained for any Article at any Port whatever. That should it be 
objected against the Plan I had delivered him, that it would fetter Commerce, and create 
additional Trouble; it ought on the other hand to be remembered, that if the Exporter will 
come to the Public Revenue for a Douceur, which no other Country allows its Merchants, 
he ought to comply with any regulations the Legislature may, from time to time, as trade fluc- 
tuates or increases, think proper to impose. That the System recommended went only to 
such Goods as Government paid heavily for their Exportation, and consequently had un- 
doubted right to secure the rectitude of such Payments in the best possible manner. That 
it would tend to prove, whether upon the fair and Bona Fide Export of various articles it 
was worth the Merchant's while to conform to such regulations as alone could give him a 

title to call upon the Public for a Bounty or Draw back. If the Merchant found the money 
inadequate to the trouble he had to obtain it, of course the Demand would not be made, and 
the practice of paying them upon numberless articles would die away of its own accord. 


The 2d of March I delivered Mr. Rosk the followin g account of the mode of packing Deben. 
ture Goods for Exportation under the Excise, and a method of preventing Imposition, 


GLASS, 


Every Exporter is compelled by 26, Geo. 3, C. 57, to give a notice in writing to the Export Office, twelve 
hours previous to his beginning to pack. The specified time of these Notices is very often dispensed with, it being 
customary for an Officer to be dispatched by the Surveyor, mmmediately as the notice is given, to some particular 
Houses which can be pointed out, and even then he will find many of the Packages already compleated, except the 
Seal being affixed, which, when done, is a sufficient security for such Packages, and the Officer being unacquainted 
with their contents, can only refer to the Exporter's Book, who thus have an opporiunity of substituting Earthen- 
ware instead of Glass, and procuring the Drawback as for the latter; the two articles are frequently packed in one 
Case, which gives room for fraud in the absence of the Officer, and besides, where one Package is regularly in- 
spected and weighed, five are not. The Officers never having had any orders given them respecting the hours of 
attendance on duty, were they not subservient to the Merchant, or even his men, they would be told, they should be 
kept on duty as long as the Exporter or his Servants chose. Proofs are not wanting, where an Officer has attended 
half a day, when the business might have been done in two hours. When an Officer arrives at his station, and 
finds any Packages finished, which he insists shall be opened before he seals them, the reply is, „If you don't chuse 
to scal them, some other Officer will seal them at a future day.” To remedy this evil, proper hours of a'tendance 
Should be fixed for the Officers being on duty, which ought to be from 8 to 4 in Winter, and fiom 8 to / in Sum- 


mer. All notices should be given into the Export Office before Nine o'clock of the Evening preceding the Offi- 


cer's attendance being required, and the twelve hours should commence from Nine o'Clock of that Evening of the 
day in which the notice is delivered. Was this regulation observed, the Exporters wonld have no opportunity of 
making false Packages, and their business, as far as the Officer is concerned, would be more speedily executed, th 
Officers would do their duty with pleasure, and the Revenue, upon this article, be perfectly secured.

WINE. 


To regulate the packing of Wine, the Exporters should have all the Wine intended to be exported under the 
notice, bottled and corked ready for packing, by which means, three times as much might be packed as by the pre- 


sent mode. It frequently happens that the Officer is obliged to wait some hours before a sufficient quantity is bottled

Callico, Silks, Cottons, Linens, Stuffs, being Stampt, the Officer must be on the spot to take off the Stamps 
and Frame Marks, before any Piece can be packed, the Stamps being ihe vouchers which entitle the Merchant to 
the Prawback, and the Officer frequently takes off the Stamps from 500 Pieces before any of them are packed, 
which Pieces shall be confusedly laid at different parts of the Warehouse. After the Stamps are taken off, the Ofi- 
cer's business is to calculate the quantity of square yards, in order to ascertain the Drawback*. While the Officer is 
so employed, the packing is going forward, other Goods not under the Excise Inspection, and some which receive 
a considerable Custom Bounty, are packed with the above articles; the application of the Excise Seal is considered as 
an ample security for the passing of any Bale, &c. of such unexciseable Goods to which it is affixed, the Searchers 


at the Custom-House quays having no authority to break the Seals without an order, or the Excise Officer being 
present. ee 


From the number of Pieces placed in so confused a manner, and the Officer's attention being occupied in his cal- 
culation, an opportunity is offered the Exporters for. great part of the quantity to be stowed away, and sold for 
Home Consumption, in which practice it is impossible to detect them, as no piece is seizeable after the same is di- 
vided at or near the middle, which diminished its value a very trifle, from the ready sale they have for the Goods so 
cut, amongst Packmen, &c, who travel the Country; it being generally acknowledged, that such Printed Goods 
are sold by them considerably cheaper than by persons of extensive business, alhough the wholesale Merchants dis- 
pose of no small quantity to people in a respectable line of trade, both in Town and Country. 


The Warehouses in which such Printed Goods are packed, generally contain a variety of Goods. This affords 
a conveniency of exporting not only those that are prohibited, but also to defraud the Customs, by entering a far 
greater quantity of Custom Eounty Goods, than bona fide is meant to be exported, and this imposition is carried on 
under the sanction of the Excise Seal. Moollen Yarn and Morsteds, Hare and Coney Wool stript from the Pelt, are 
notoriously known to be shipped in large quantities, under the sanction of the Official Seals; those Articles bringing 
an immense profit abroad, and the Merchant regularly informs the Officer the lower part of the Package contains 
Goods with which he has no concern. It is a fact well attested, that the Exporter puts into a Bale One or Two 
Fieces of Callicoes merely to obtain the security of the Seal, as one instance, out of numbers, the 23d of November 
last a House in Cornhill, shipped on board the Augustus Cæsar, for Jamaica, in one large Case marked P. M. one 
Piece of Eritish Callicos 22 yards.

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Excise Seals are similar, and many Houses, some of them of respectability, above the suspicion of such conduct, 
have Officers at their command, who reseal without scruple any alteration they may chuse to make in any Bale or 
Package, after opening the deal that was first placed by the Officer who attended to see the Goods packed. It will 
also destroy the practice of one Oficer's sealing Goods packed by another, or packed without the presence of any Officer at 
all, and which have been refused to be sealed by the Officer attending, as not knowing what the Packages contain, 
and the Exporter not suffering the Goods to be unpacked, but getting another * Officer to seal them. 


GENERAL MANNER OF SHIPPING GOODS FOR EXPORTATION, WHICH 
; ARE SUBFECT TO AN EXCISE DRAWBACK. 


After the Bond is given for exporting of Soap, Candles, Glass, Printed Goods, &c. the Merchants, by law, 
Should gtve six hours notice of the time and place of shipping, and export from lawful Quays, and in lawful hours, 
such respective commodities. It frequently happens that Exporters below the Port send their Goods immediately 
from their Warchouses to be shipped, without any Officer seeing them previous to their being sent on board. This 
is owing to the Merchants not sending their Goods agre-able to the proper notice required. The Officer never re- 
ceiving the Certificates for Soap, Candles, and Printed Goods, before two o'clock in the aſternoon; neither the 
Surveyor or Officer know whether such Goods are on board, or remaining in the Merchant's Warehouses. 
The Officer, under these circumstances, refers to his Certificates, to know what ships, and where they lay, that 
such Goods as are described therein are intended to be put on board; sometimes these ships are twenty in number, 
and stationed from the Custom-House to Blackwall. The Officer, after examining his Certificates, repairs to the 
Custom- House Quays, to see if any Goods lay there which answer the description in his Certificates; the quantity 
found is generally inferior to the amount of his Certificates, In this case, he is under the necessity of going to every 
Ship, to see whether the remaining part of the Goods are on board or not. When arrived at any ship, he enquires 

of the Mate, whether such Packages, specifying the marks, &c. are on board; if answered in the affirmative, he 
desires to view them; the Mate replies it is impossible, as they are stowed away, and a quantity of Goods upon 
them. He is referred to the Mate's Book, which he compares with the Certificates, and it is upon this evidence 


alone he certifies their being on board. To make the Cargo be unstowed for the Officer's inspection would be un- 


warrantable, as the Captain would plead the propriety of the Officer's attending their being put on board agreeable 
to Act of Parliament. : | 


+ From the mode of shipping the aforementioned articles, a latitude is given the Exporter for committing at least 
this species of fraud. That in any case the Mate may say the Goods are stowed away, and at the same time fur- 
nish the Officer with the Marks, &c. answering the description in his Certificates, and which the Officer must take 
and certify on the same, though in numberless instances no part of them may be on board. The Mate is supplied 
with the precise marks by a correspondence between the Exporter and himself, and the Exporter has the advantage 
of taking his own time for sending such information, previous to his giving notice of shipping his Goods, 


After the Exporter has packed his Goods, prior to the shipping the same, he enters into Bond at the Export 
Office sometimes a Week, a Month, and an instance has been known of Six Months elapcing after the Goods are 


fit be asked how this can be done, as the Officer certifies that he sees the Goods packed? It is answered, That the Officer who 
seals takes the Certificates, not he that refuses to seal any Package which he knows not the coutents of. | 


+ Should it be asked why the Officer does not attend, agreeable to law, to see the Goods delivered on board, and the Board has 
suspicions that it is the Officer's neglect? The answer to such observation is this, That the number of Officers employed in this 
departmeut consist of five only, a quantity highly inadequate to the importance of the duty entrusted to them,

Packed, during which time those Packages remain in the Merchant's Warehouse, and by frequent remoyals, or de- 
Sign, the Seals and Tapes are entirely defaced and worn off---when these Packages are intended to be shipped, the 


Merchant gets an Officer to *reseal them, without the least examination whether their contents are the same as 
when the Seal was first placed upon them. 


Example 1st. On 218t Nov. 1791, an Officer was appointed to attend the shipping of Printed Goods, Soap, 
and Candles. The preceding Officer delivered what Certificates he had, the Packages of which had not been 


shipped. He remarked having had one Certificate for a considerable space, and in consequence thereof had waited 


on the Ship divers times to no purpose. It was a Trunk marked 7; No. 4, containing 55 5 square yards of Printed 
Goods, Callicoes, and Linens, intended to be exported on board the Belfast, for Baltimore. This Certificate 


was held till the 2d Dec. before the Package could be specified to be on board, during which time repeated enquiries 


had been made, and always evaded. It was at length determined to apply to the Merchant, to know whether it was 
meant to be shipped or not, as the frequent attendance on board occasioned an unnecessary expence to Government, 
before the Package was even removed from the Warehouse. It is not meant to be stated that a fraud was designed 
to be committed, but this practice of withholding the Goods opens an easy way for doing it. 


Example 2d. On the roth Dec. last a Certificate was received, among others, from the Office, in which one 
Trunk, marked D. H. No. 4, containing gog square yards of Printed Goods, was entered to be exported by a 
Linen-draper, in Whitechapel, and for which he had given Bond bearing the above date, the Certificate 
was received at three o'clock, the Trunk was intended to be shipped on board the Hanbury, for Charlestown; 
the Officer went on board the Ship about four that afternoon, no such Package was there. The vessel 


unmoored, but from the evening being so far advanced did not proceed. The Officer went the next morning, 


the was not sailed; he examined her hold, and asked the Mate if any such Package was there, he answered no. On 
the Monday morniag the Officer found the Hanbury lying off Deptford, no such Package was then on board- 
Upon returning to Town he called upon the Exporter, and informed him he would be obliged to send the Package 
to Gravesend. The Trunk was not at his Warehouse, but at a Haherdasher's in the Minories. The 
Exporter promised it should be sent immediateiy. Before the Officer went to Deptford, the following morning, 
he inspected the Custom-House Quays, to see what Packages were there agreeing with his Certificates, when, to 


his great surprize, the Trunk was upon the Quays. Upon the Officer's returning in the evening it was there; the 


Ship had then sailed for Gravesend, He informed the Surveyor of the circumstance, whose reply was, © I care 
nothing about it, any farther than that you must follow the ship, and if you do not, I will report you to the Board.“ 

The Officer took the Tilt Boat in the morning, but from a slack of wind could get no lower than Eri h, and 
walked from thence to Gravesend. On going aboard, the Trunk was not to be found, although the Officer was 
assured it was there by the Mate, and the number and mark of the Package shewn him. Upon the Officer's ap- 
pearing at the Office, the Surveyor reprobated his conduct for being so long from the Office, and that he would not 
sign his petition for his expences in doing what the Officer thought was his duty to the Revenue. The expence was 
unnecessiry to Government, there being an Cfficer appointed at Gravesend who could make as proper a report of 
the shipping the Goods as any that can be sent from London. 

Numbering the Seals will force him to get the same Officer to reseal as at first sealed the Packages, and who should not reseal any 


Packages without an order from the Board, obtained by Petition from the Exporter, setting forth the reasen why such Packages 
were detained, and how the Seals and Tapes were damaged, and the Officer can always refer back to his Certificate, and by having 


the Goods repacked, see if they are changed or not. |

whose friendly endeavours I am infinitely indebted) accompanied me to Palace Yard, where 
Mr. Ros in the first place protested, “ That in no instance had any order been given; that l 
had done wrong in carrying forward such an Account without mentioning it; that Mr. Prrr 


had no Fund from which Accounts of such magnitude could be paid; that they could not be 


discharged from the King's Civil List ; nor from the Board of Supply, whose Accounts had 
been closed a month prior to his Receipt of mine; neither could the Payment proceed out of 
the Revenue of Customs, nor be made at all without the Authority of Parliament ; MTN 
me to keep in mind, This, that the whole must be investigated in the House of Commons.” — 

My reply was, That at the outset of the undertaking, he, (Mr. Rose) had asked me pr evi- 
ous to his ordering the Port of Ostend to be got, What I supposed it would cost to get any one 
Port: that I they told him, it was impossibie for me to say, but that Government would be 
put to no further charge than the actual money advanced; that was I now paid the utmost far. 
thing of my demand, I should still be very considerably out of pocket; that so far from being 
desirous to press the payment in secret, I should wish a Parliamentary Enquiry, which would 
exhibit the matter properly, and that I should rest satisfied with any determination which 
might be formed there upon the Expence ; that I was confident my Conduct had been on this, 
and in every Transaction with Mr. Rose, perfectly candid ; that my opinion still remained un- 


altered, respecting the importance of the Papers, which a public inspection of them would, 


I doubted not, sustain and confirm; and that the reason why Mr. Ros was never informed of 

the amount of my demand before, was owing to his assurances from time to time that the Pa- 
pers and Plan would certainly be produced to the Public; that so long as there appeared 
any chance of their being so produced it did not strike me as necessary to present my demand, 


relying as I most assuredly did upon his (Mr. Rosz's) engagement to repay my expences ; 


that as soon as I found the Papers were not to be used, the Account was immediately sent to 

him.” Mr. Rost then desired to have Vouchers which he could lay before Mr. Prrr for his 
thoughts on the subject, and that there should be no delay. The Copies of the Receipts 
amounting to 11931, 10s. 6d. and my own expences to 379 J. 14s. 7d. were sent to Mr. Rost the 


6th of June, accompanied by a letter expressing my wish « That the whole might, by Mr. 


« Rose, be made matter for Parliamentary Investigation, as such scrutiny would, I doubted 
not, be productive of advantages both to the Revenue and myself, and at all events shew there 
were abuses which all parties would see the necessity, and likewise the means of removing; 
that upon the condition of a public examination into either my conduct or charges, I should 
wait the event with patience and satisfaction, if he had abandoned such open decision, the 
trouble 1 had already experienced must plead my excuse for pressing for an early attention 
to my claim upon him.” This letter was followed by a second on the 5th of July, and a 
third the 26th of October, requesting to know what Mr. Rosz had determined. No notice 
being taken, my Friends deemed it right for me to pursue different measures, and on the 
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15th of November the Papers were shewn to the then Attorney General, * who, after near 
three hours examination of them, enquired “ Where the matter could possibly hinge between 
Mr. Rosk and myself ? that there seemed no shadow of a pretence for any dispute between us, 
that the Papers were extremely valuable, and went precisely to the existing Frauds to which 
Government had anxiously wanted to find a Clue, and expressed his surprise that there should 
be any hesitation to profit by such important Information.” I told him Mr. Rose's objection 
to paying me arose from the amount, to which he replied “ That the acquisition of such 
Intelligence was not in the mind of any man to be obtained without an heavy Expenditure, 
and all that he imagined could be urged I had been deficient in, was, the defraying of the 
progressive Ex pence without ge/!ing money on account from Government, but that he supposed 
I conceived myself safe in the Payment for a Country, whose Income was nearly as many 
Millions as my demand was Hundreds, and where the object was the benefit of such Revenue.“ 
My answer was, “ That I confided in Mr. Rose's original Promise of defraying the Expences, 
and in his numberless Declarations of the whole matter being brought before the Public, 
and that the Moment J found such Investigation rejected, my Account was delivered to Mr. 
Rosk. The Attorney General then observed, That the Papers ought by no means to be 
submitted to the Public through the medium of a Court of Law, if it could be avoided;

advanced, they were as satisfactory as they could be expected in an undertaking of the 


kind, as those who had been bribed to betray their trust, and permet the Books at the 


foreign Ports to be searched, and the Extracts taken (by which means alone the Imposition 
could be detected here) would not be so careless of their own Safety, as to certify the Receipt 
of money for so doing. Had I ever seen Mr. PiTT?—or had he been made acquainted with 
my Demand, and from what Circumstances it arose strongly recommending, previous to 
any legal Steps, against Mr. Rosk, either to see or get some Friend to state the matter to him.” 


Upon the 9th of February 1793, Mr. Rose declared to Col. Srnurr and Mr. BramsTon upon 


their application in my behalf, That he did not know how to pay such a sum, and hinted 
that if a proper person, by inspecting the Accounts, could be satisfied of the money having 
been properly paid, Mr. Prrr might find means to pay me, not that he (Mr. Rosz) doubted 
their authenticity, but that Mr. Pirr might be justified in the Payment; however he would 
speak fully to Mr. Prrr, and on the Monday let Mr. BRAus ro know the Result.“ I told 
Col. Srnurz that I was perfectly ready to acquiesce in such a mode of settlement as Mr. Ros 


proposed, with this proviso, that nothing should prejudice my claim upon Mr. Ros, in case

In consenting to this Arbitration, I 
relied on the Facts which the subject itself evinced, and left it to the Decision of an Individual 

of whom I had no Knowledge further than being informed of his having been Solicitor to the 
Treasury, and of his having acted in that Situation with Respectability. This confidence met 

with some Animadversions from my Friends, notwithstanding such was the Justice of my Case, 
that I flattered myself into a belief that I should have no cause for dissatisfaction. The first 
| Meeting of this Reference, although agreed to in 1793, from various delays on the part of 

the Arbitrator, who was then resigning his office, did not take place till the 12th of May 1794. 

On that day Mr. STRUTT was examined respecting his knowledge of Mr. Rose's employing me 
to get the foreign Intelligence. He stated, that he was not present when such direction was 
given, or positively knew of such Order, but he conceived from the nature of the Ohject, that 
no person would have proceeded without an Order; that he perfectly recollected shewing Mr. 
Ros a Book containing the Account of Spirits smugled into this Country from Rotterdam, 
for a certain time, and writing to me to desire Mr. Rost might have a second perusal of it, 
Which he Seemed to be very anxious for. 


Col. RARE the son of the former Gentleman, declared, that from Motives of Friendship 

to me he had interfered ; that he thought me to have been harshly treated, and under that 
Idea he had repeatedly seen Mr. Rosk; that he thought in adjusting the matter, he was like- 
wise aiding Administration by A such Papers being made public; that he had par- 
ticularly wished to have served me, and had pointed out to Mr. Rosg how he imagined it 
might be done in my professional Line, that upon Mr. Rosg starting some difficulties, he had 
obviated them (I must here say they were indeed proposed to be obviated, by an Offer so de- 
licately and so generously made, as to merit this public Avowal of my Gratitude for his Kind- 
ness.) That he was in Mr. BRAMSTOx's company with Mr. Ros, who then said, if a proper 
person could be found to look over the Accounts and find them satisfactory, the Money 
might be paid; not that he (Mr. Rose) doubted their Authenticity, but that Mr. Prrr might 
be justified in paying it; that he was unacquainted with any particulars of Mr. Rosz's 


having ordered the Foreign Intelligence to be procured, but concluded from circumstances 
such Direction had been given. 


Mrs. PEARL, the Widow of the person who obtained the foreign Intelligence, deposed, that 
her late Husband was employed in acquiring certain Informations for Mr. Daxizi, at the 
Instigation of Mr. Ros; that he had been so engaged previous to their Marriage, and that 
subsequent thereto he bag repeatedly gone to different parts of the Continent to furnish such 
Inſormation ; that after his return to England, her Husband, myself, and several clerks, were 
busied in arranging the Papers that were delivered to Mr. Ros ; that it was her late Husband's 
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Hand-writing to the Receipts produced, and that she had known him to receive considerable 

Sums of Money, at various times from me, towards defraying the Expences incurred abroad in 

obtaining such Information: that she could not particularize the Amount of such Payments; 

that she believed her Husband to have destroyed his health by his nxiety and Exertion in 

pursuit of such Information; and for which she was positive he never received any compensation, 

but that he expected to have had some Appointment in Rotterdam, where he was a Resident, in 
case the Plan for preventing the Frauds at foreign Ports had been carried into Effect. 


Mr. Joan Guy deposed, that he well knew the late Mr. Pear, and had heard him declare 
the Hazards and Difficulties he encountered in getting the foreign Intelligence were such as 
he would not again endure for a very large Sum of Money ; that he had materially injured his 
Health, and repeatedly told this Deponent, the Undertaking was finished without any Emolu- 
ment to himself, and as the information was not to be brought forward, the Situation he hoped 
to have had in Rotterdam was at an end; that he had given up his Time and Labour to no 
Purpose ; That the hand- writing to the Receipts then shewn was Mr. PEARL's. 


| After the Exarnination of these Witnewes, Mr. Crapmutaren told me, he ahould not begin 
with my Evidence, as that would be very extensive, and appointed the following Thurs- 
day for a second Meeting. As the Points I had to speak to were numerous, it was concluded 


that my arranging the Heads of the Evidence in writing, would save much time and trouble to 


| the Arbitrator. This was done, and on the Thursday presented to Mr. CHAMBERLAYNE, Who 
THEN said Mr. WmiTE bad determined not to examine me at all. He proceeded to hear Mr 


Irving who acknowledged the receipt of Mr. Rosk's Letter, desiring him to procure me any 


Books or Papers I might require, that he did send for such Books; that the Searchers com- 
plained to the Commissioners by letter for his so doing, which Letter was sent to him by 
the Commissioner, to whom he wrote a reply ; that he assigned me a Room at the Custom 
House for my sole Use, that I might not be interr upted in looking over the Papers, &c. 


that I was employed there for the Space of six weeks or two months; that he was not at the 


time certain respecting the Drift of my Researches, but supposed it to be some matter relative 
to Debenture Goods, from the nature of the Books and Papers that I asked for. 


Mr. Gonpox was next examined. He produced Mr. Rose's letter, directing him to permit 


me to inspect the Books at the King' s Warehouse. Mr. BramsToN stated, that he had with 
Col. STRUTT seen Mr. Rosß upon my Business, and had interfered in hopes of having it 
adjusted, that at one of the Interviews Mr. Rosz said if the Accounts were inspected by a 
proper person, Means might be found to discharge them; that he (Mr. BRAusSTON) replied, 
if there was any difficulty in paying my Expences, he thought all Disputes might be terminated 
by his giving me a Living; that Mr. Ros to this Suggestion made no Answer, that he sug- 
gested the giving me Preferment, under the Idea of my having materially served Mr. Rost 
in obtaining the Infor mation he required. Upon Mr. CHaMBERLAYNE's asking Mr. BRAMSTON 
if he understood this from my Statement, or from Mr. Rosk, he said, from the acknowledge- 


ment of Mr. Rosg; that he was ignorant of any order being given by Mr. Ross for pro- 
curing the Intelligence.

This was the whole Business of the second Meeting, and here concluded the Evidence.: It 
was thought necessary for me to bring to substantiate both the Employment by Mr. Ross, 
and the Vouchers for the Payment of the Money, Mr. CnaMBERLAYNE was mt seen again till 
the 7th of June, when Mr. Lowren called with me, and shewed him the original Papers from 
_ Dunkirk, requesting (as Mr. Waite had assured him in the intermediate Space he had no 
Evidence to adduce) that Mr. CHAMBERLAVNE would expedite the Affairs; to this Mr. CHAM- 
BERLAYNE replied, “that Mr. Waite had told him a very different story, but that the matter 
so far as it was within his Jurisdiction should not be delayed. 


On the 1st of July I was desired to be in town the following day, as Mr. CHAMBERLAYNE 
would then examine Mr. WRIrE's Witnesses. Mr. Irvine was the first, who stated that he 
was employed by Mr. Rosg to enquire at Ostend if such people existed that could give the 
Information as mentioned in the Account, that he was not absolutely sent on purpose; that the 
Books were delivered to him by Mr. Rosk who did not say he had employed me, but that the 
demand was unjust, and that he (Mr. Invixo) was to enquire how far it was probable, that 
the sum of money stated to have been expended, was likely to have been disbursed ; that he 
never produced tbe whole Books to any one at Ostend; that what he produced were Eztrafts 
only, but that he shewed a Copy of the account of the whole Expence incurred. Upon being 
asked by Mr. LowTxx to whom he had made Application at Ostend; he replied, he had at Dinner 
asked two Merchants if they thought such Intelligence (shewing them an Extract as to the 
Form from the Ostend Book) could be got, and whether the Account for obtaining such 
Information was just? they were of Opinion the money could not be expended, nor the Infor- 
mation obtained. Upon being interrogated if these Merchants gave no Reason for passing 
their Judgment, Mr. Ixvixg said that they assigned no Reason for their Opinion, that the 
afore- mentioned Merchants knew he held a considerable Place in the Customs of England. 
Upon being desired to say if he had pursued no step to invalidate the Truth of the Books, or 
applied to some official person respecting them ? his Answer was, that he had made no Enquiry 
relatin g to the Veracity of the Papers, but confined himself to Mr. Rosz's Direction concern- 
ing the Expenditure; that he did not apply at the Custom House, or to any Official Person, 
but only to the two Merchants, and that but once, and in the manner he had already described, 
and that he went to no other place but Ostend to make enquiry. That he understood 
there were three Offices at Ostend list. Pilot's Office, 2d. Harbour Master's, 3d. Customs, 
which last was to take Cognizance only of those Goods intended to be sent into the interior 
part of the Country, that for Goods to be sent inwards, a Declaration was made to the Col- 
lector of the Contents of the Packages which Declaration with an Officer generally attended 
the Goods to the Place of Destination, and as a further security to the Imperial Revenue, the 
Packages are plumbed with a leaden Stamp; that the Duties are sometimes paid at Ostend, 
and at others at the Port of Destination; that when Vessels arrive at Ostend, a Report is 
made at the Pilot's Office of all the Goods in the Vessel, and such as are for the Inland Trade 
are reported at the Custom House, and sent to their destination. 


Mr. IrvinG also stated (when pressed by Mr. Wnite to say, that he imagined the Books 
and Papers I had Access to at the Custom House in London enabled me to draw up the 
Accounts from the Outports) ; that he could not declare that to have been the Case, that he 
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supposed I should have no o objection to admit, that so far as the Books and Papers at the 
Customs, referred to the Exports from this Country, I had benefitted by the Inspection, but 


at the time I was at the Custom House, he knew nothing of the Foreign Papers having 
been acquired. 


Sir Joux PErxn was next examined, he stated that he had had the Honour of bein g his Ma. 


jesty's Consul at Ostend from 1774 to 1793, and was perfectly acquainted with the nature of 
that Port; that it has been a free Port since June, 1781. A Copy of it's Charter he then held 


in his hand, which he had faithfully translated ; that there are three species of Royal 


Duties, the Municipal Duties of the Province, and the Town Duties; that he had seen the 
Books of Cargoes entered at London, both at Ostend and in London; had likewise seen the 
Charge I had made, they were sent to him to be examined on bis own knowledge ads, to see 
if the Account was fair, and the Information was attainable, and the persons existed to whom 
the money was supposed to be paid; that, on receipt of the Books, he had devoted all the time 
be could spare to enquire into them; that he put the question to the Collector of the Customs in the 
course of last August, to know whether Such Service or Information, similar to what is con- 


tained in the Book, could be got from the Custom-House at Ostend; that no such thing could 


be got, as they knew not the Cargoes brought into the Port. Sir. . PETER was then asked, 
if there was not an Office at Ostend called the Bureau de la Douane ? If there was not a superior 
Officer who keeps the Books, who is termed the Comptroller, and who overlooks the Receiver, 
Kc. And if there was not an Entrepot at Ostend where Cargoes are deposited, and where a 
regular account is taken of every article warehoused ? If Officers were not purposely employed 
to take such Accounts? And whether there are not many subordinate Officers, who take the 
entries of Vessels and their Cargoes, and if such Officers are not called Commis de Douane ? 
To these questions he said, that there were Officers called Commis, it was a general appellation 


for the Revenue Officers, but that Ostend being a free Port, he did not believe there was any 


Office were Accounts of Goods were registered. Upon being interrogated, if it was not to his 
knowledge customary, and of rule, for every Merchant, upon the arrival of a Ship consigned 


to him, to give into the Bureau de L'Amiraute and Bureau du Pilotage, a Declaration of the 


Ship's name, Captain's name, and Contents of the Cargo, and that such Delaration was under 
a Penalty for neglecting it? He replied, that there might possibly be such a Regulation, but 


he did not recollect it. Sir JohN PETER was then asked, whether, as Coffsul, he did not give 
Certificates of the landing of Debenture Goods, and if such Certificates were granted on the 


application of the Merchant only, or upon his own inspection of the landing of such Goods, and 
if any regular Book was kept of the Certificates so issued? To this he answered, that he knew 


nothing of the Landing of the Goods ; that the ground upon which he granted his Certificates, 


was the Captain's declaration of having landed such Goods; and that there was no Book kept of 
the Certificates. Sir Jonx was desired to say if Spirits of any kind could be received or go out 
from Ostend, without declaration to the Excise Office, and to the Spirit Porters? To this he 
long hesitated to reply, but at length acknowledged, that no Sar its could come in or be taken 
from Ostend without being entered.

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Res pecting the Port of Bruges, he was asked, Whether all vessels going up to Bruges, are 
not compelled to give the mast minute Account of their Cargaes, nay, obliged to give an exact 
account of their stores even for the Ship's use: if the Regulations were not, that a Captain, 
taking too large a quantity of Stores, is held to pay duty for the sur plus; whether the Omis- 
sion of entering a Package is not under the penalty of Confiscation of both Ship and Cargo; 
and whether Officers were not put on board at Ostend, who accompany the vessel to Bruges? 
He replied, he was Consul of Bruges; that nothing could go from Ostend without being known; 
that generally an Officer was on board; that he had had no Conversation, or made any en- 
quiries respecting the Books, or my account at Bruges with the Officers at the Custom 
House. He then declared, that he had been so closely interrogated, and felt himself so much 
hurt, as to be under the necessity of producing what would impeach the Authenticity of the Dun- 
kirk Papers; that he had been at great pains to acquire this Document, which was an account 
2 Broker at Dunkirk had procured him from the Admiralty there, respecting the Ship Peggy. 
Upon adverting to the Books, the Cargo of this Vessel was accurately minuted, and was a literal 
Translation of Sir Jonx's French Memorial. Whether this Disappointment, in attempting to | 
prove too much, had any effect, is not very material, but he proceeded to state, that he 
thought he could obtain the account of the whole Admiralty at Dunkirk, without expence ; that 
he believed he could have obtained it for siaty sous; that he never had applied for any information, 
and never got it; but he dared to say we could have got the whole Commerce of the Country, 
and concluded by saying, he had not been at Dunkirk for 8 or 10 years. Upon being asked 


with respect to St. Vallery, he said he never was there, and was totally unacquainted with its 
Commerce. 


Early on the fourth of July, notwithstanding it was understood that a further Meeting was 
to be had, to hear another Witness on my behalf, the Award was sent to Mr. LowTEN, when we 
were preparing to attend Mr. CHAMBERLAYNE. The Award was drawn up by Mr. WRITE, and 
gave me 5001. to be paid the 20th of July, and each Party to pay their own Costs. . 


Upon this Award it becomes me to make some Comments. In speaking of myself, it is by 
no means a Wish to be prolix, but the unfair Attack made upon me, calls for a public Disa- 
vowal, and a Review of the Defence set up against my Demand. It has already been said, that 
from the plainness of my Case, I deemed it incontrovertible, and when the Reference was pro- 
posed, conceived it went principally to affix an Authority for the Payment of my Claim ; and 
this Suggestion was upheld in various instances of the Procedure, nor was it till very near the 
Conclusion, that my Sollicitor or myself had Cause to think otherwise. Let us proceed to 
consider what I was held to prove. Two Positions. First, that I had been authorised by Mr. 
Rost to procure him the Foreign Information. Second!y, that I had paid to attain this Informa- 

tion the whole Money I had asserted to have paid. From the circumstance of the Death of the 
Person to whom I had advanced the Money, and who had disbursed it abroad in procuring the 
Intelligence, my Proofs could extend no farther than his Receipts, and it was out of my Power 
to speak minutely to Facts beyond what came within my Province. If I substantiated Mr. 

Rose's Order, and the advance of the Money requisite for its' completion 4 my Soli- 
citor, as well as every other Person consulted, deemed it sufficient. How far Success attend- 
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ed ne in a Proofs, will be seen by referring to the Evidence before. Mr. CHAMBERLAYNE, 
and by the following Remarks upon it. 


In speaking to the first Point, I contend, that nothing could more clearly fix my Employ 
by Mr. Rosk, than Mr. Ixvixo, who, by the Letter Mr. Rosk wrote him, proved me to have 
acted under the immediate Order of Mr. Rosz ; It was likewise established by Mr. Gorpon's 
producing Mr. Rosz's Letter, to let me inspe& the Books of which he had the Charge ; By 
the Passport sent to me by Mr. Rosx, for the Person whom he knew was procuring the Fo- 
reign Information; By Mr. Rosx's Order for my inspecting the Custom House Books at the 
Norfolk Ports ; By my Correspondence and Interviews with Mr. Ros; for near two Years, du- 
ring which Tine the Execution of his Wishes concerning the Disclosure of the fraudulent Im- 


ports and Exports was perfected ; Sum these together and can it be credited, but that this 


Transaction was commenced and continued under the Direction of Mr. RosE, and with his 
avowed Apprsbstion. 2 


The Second Point is the Duberbewent and actual Payment of the Money. I maintain to 
have done this by a double Proof. First, by Mrs. PraxL, who not only testified my Employ- 
ment of her late Husband on Account of Mr. Rost (in which Pursuit he had destroyed his 


Health) but also that her Husband had received considerable Sums of Money from me to- 


wards defraying the Expences incurred Abroad in attaining the Information. Secondly, by 
Mr. PEARL's own Receipts for the Money, which Mrs. PEARL swore to be her Husband's Hand- 


writing, as did Mr. Guy, the fourth Witness examined. This could have been likewise 


supported by a third Witness, who was sworn and attended to give his Evidence, of which 
Mr. CHaMBERLAYNE had a Copy, and whose Testimony was, that Mr. PEARL had solemnly 
affirmed the Amount of the Money paid, and the Receipts for such Sums of Money were just 


and true; that he, (Mr. PEARL) had heard Mr. Irvine declare (whilst with me at the Custom 
House), similar Language with respect to the Peril in obtaining, and Utility if obtained, of the 


Information from abroad, that he (Mr. IRvIxq) held in Palace Yard ; that Mr. PEARL at the 
Time of making such Affirmation was dangerously ill, and that his IIlness Mr. PrARL assert- 
ed to have been brought on by Colds and Fatigue in prosecuting the Business abroad. This 
Gentleman” s Evidence, like my own, Was, it is presumed too forcible, and therefore was to- 


tally rejected. 


The Ground of objection to my Claim from not having received Directions from Mr. Ros, 
being uo longer tenable, a different Resistance is to be assumed, and when the Time is suppos— 
ed insufficient for allowing me to counteract its Effects, a Charge is made, and Proof is to be 
adduced, that the Money I had advanced, could not have been expended, nor the Information 
obtained. I shall shew bow this Fabrication is supported. Mr. Irvixs is first introduced, and 
says, he was sent by Mr. Ros to Ostend, to see how far it was prohable the Sum stated by me 
to have been disbursed, was likely to be expended. How does he perform this? He tells you 
that while at Dinner with two Merchants at Ostend, he produced an Fatradt only of the Ostend 
Book, together with the general Account of tbe hupences, and required their Opinion if the 
Money could be expended on the Information obtained? they pronounced it impossible, 
though no Reason is alledged, or even asked upon what Foundation their Decision is formed. 
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This single Negative is deemed fully adequate to impeach a Work of some Months 
incessant Labour, and no further Application is made at Ostend by Mr. IRVNG. 
Although the Result of this Testimony can make little Impression, yet the Futility will be 
still more apparent, should it be asked, what Answer could be expected when the Parties were 
aware that the question came from a principal Officer of the Custom House in London, who 
(at a Port which derived its Prosperity, and in a manner its Existence, from the Contraband 
Trade with Great Britain) was enquiring, whether a Statement of such Contraband Trade 
could be ascertained ? Is it possible for the Judgment of Men thus engaged to be unbiased ? 
Is it probable that their Determination would be candid, when such Disclosure must tend to 
hurt, themselves, for I venture to pledge myself that these very Merchants were imme 
diately or remotely interested in that illicit Commerce, the Intelligence contained in the Book 
was meant to overturn: but foregoing these Inducements for Artifice and Misinformation, 
what Idea could anv Man frame on the Merit of a general Account of Expenditure relative 
to many Ports, from the momentary perusal of an Abstract taken from one book out of three, 
which all alluded to, and all tended to explain the Commerce of one Port? The value of any 
Set of Papers could not be appreciated by so mutilated an exhibit on. Had Mr. Ixvixs wished 
to have done equal Justice both to his Employer and me, would he not have endeavoured to 
satisfy himself either by an urgent, or indirect Appeal to the Merchants pointed out in the Do- 
cuments he held, whether the Statements they contained were true or false? I trust (amongst 
the proofs of other Goods being accurately minuted) such an Examination would have un- 
folded to him, that no sort of Spirits (and which was one of the leading Articles of Mr. Rosz's 
Enquiry) could be imported into, or exported from Ostend, without Permit, from the Excise 
Office. He would have found that at this Office, Registers are kept of every Gallon, and 
might have inferred that Money alone could have procured those Documents, 'which his 
Errand was purposely planned to discredit and calumniate: he might there have traced 
Falsehood if it had been attempted on my part, and there too by the same means 
might have discovered those Impositions against the British Revenue, which possibly his 
Mercantile Friends might not too eagerly wish him to comprehend. 


Strenuouſly as I have hitherto remarked against Mr. Irving's mode of collectin g Facts at 
Ostend, he has established one point, which I can have no wish to attack, where he states, that 
upon the Arrival of a Ship at Ostend a Report is made at the Pilot's Office of ALL the Goods in 
the Vessel, and such as are for the inland Trade are reported at the Custom House and sent to 
their Destination. I also feel myself obliged by his Candour, when questioned respect- 
ing the use I made of the Liberty Mr. Rose's letter had given me at the Customs. Mr. Ixving's 
reply has already been noticed. Mr. White ingeniously, though not very fairly, by pro- 
ducing only the Ostend Book No. 4 for an Instant, prevented my Recollection of his having 

substituted that in the place of Book No. I. and the Inference he proposed to draw, was, that the 
Inspection at the Customs here had been permitted prior to Mr. Rosx's having seen the Ostend 
Books No.1 and 2. But even supposing that Mr. Rosk's Letters to Mr. Irving and Mr. GokDOoN 
had not proved the contrary, yet the Papers which I had Access to at the Customs, only gave the 
History of Occurrences Here, they aided not the Accounts from the Outports, and the Search 
into thein was merely to ascertain, without exciting Alarm, the Quantity apparently gone, with 
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what was absolutely landed at the Outports ; that by faithfully checking the Papers here, with 
those brought from Abroad, the Balance might at one View be contemplated. 


The next Evidence is Sir Jonx PETER. He has already told us, „“ that the Books and Ac- 
count were sent to him to EXaMINE ON His OWN KNOWLEDGE OF FACTS, and to see whither the 
Money irom the non-existence of Persons could be expended, or the Information from other 
impossible Causes obtained, and that he devoted the Moments be could spare to this investigation.“ 
How does he Execute it? By putting the Question to the Collector of the Customs to know whether 
the Information similar to that contained in the Book, was attainable from the Custom House 
at Ostend, by him he was informed, no such thing could be got, as they were ignorant of the 


Cargoes brought into that Port. When interrogated concerning the peculiar officers of the Bureau 


de Douane and the Entrepot, where an account is taken of every article warehoused : How does he 


answer ? By Believing there is no Office where Goods are registered, BECAUSE Ostend is a free 


Port. When questioned whether it was not customary for every Merchant upon the arrival 
of a Vessel consigned to him, to give in to the Bureau de L' Amiraute & Bureau du Pilotage, a 
Declaration of the Ship's and Captain's Names, and Contents of the Cargo, and which Declara- 
tion had a Penalty annexed for neglecting it? What is Sir John's reply? there might possibly 

be such a Regulation, but he did not recollect it. He must every Day have seen the List of the 
Inward and Outward bound Ship's affixed at the Bureau du Pilotage, and must be sensible 
there were various methods of attaining Information of every Article that enters or leaves the 


Port of Ostend. From his long Abode there he might have learned, I had almost said must have 
known, that exclusive of the Bureau du Pilotage, there are other Channels through which In- 


telligence might be gathered, not barely extending to the three species of Merchandize which 
the Documents particularized, but to every Article whatsoever that went into or came out from 
Ostend Harbour. Twenty years Residence might have informed him, that the Office of Dro- 
© GENBOOM kept an accurate Register of all kinds of Goods, and-which its Men were privileged to 

convey from the Town to the Quay, or from the Quay to the Town ; and that from the above 


Office, from the Bureau des Accises, ſrom the Pilot Office, and from the Entrepot, the Materials 


might be collected which he stated to be an utter impossibility to attain. 


To the Queries upon the suhject of Spirits, when pressed by my Solicitor, after some Hesita- 


lion, Six JohN acknowledged that none could come into or go out from Ostend without an 
Entry. He had not the Ignorance of the Usages of the Port of Ostend to plead, which might 
might possibly attach upon Mr. Irvine as a Stranger; the Excise Office was not a great num 
ber of Doors from his own, and he knew that previous to the Import or Export of Spirits, Beer, 
or Wine, every Person, without distinction, was obliged to give in a speciſic Declaration of

tiplied of their Accuracy. For I had not, as Figaro says, used any irresistible Arguments to 
withhold him from the search after Truth. 


Respecting Dunkirk, Sir Jod threatens to annul all Reliance upon the Books, by a Paper 
from. that Port. What does this amount to? A Memorial of tbe Ship Peggy's Cargo, which, 
with such Pains he had obtained from the Broker. Let us consider the effect of this Paper. 
In the first place, had no notice been taken of this Vessel, my Books ought not on that ac- 
count to have had Incorrectness imputed to them, for my Orders were, to get the Import of 
Spirits, Sugar, and Tobacco, by the London Trading Ships, and Iikewise the Contraband 
Trade from Dunkirk to Great Britain; the Enquiry, therefore, did not extend to Ships trading 
from Dunkirk to any Foreign Port. Let such was the Precaution taken to yield every 
Assistance to what was believed at the time would have been a National Concern, that the 
whole Commerce of the Port of Dunkirk was obtained, and accurately arranged. Had Sir 
Jonx PETER, searched the Book of the General Trade of Dunkirk, he would have found th's 
exact Translation of his boasted Memorial; “ that the Ship Peggy arrived at Dunkirk, the 
28th of F ebruary, 1790, from Leghorn, and declared general Merchandize, and that her Cargo 
was Oil, Fruit, Soap, I. iquorice, Cotton, and Crapes; and that she sailed from Dunkirk 
(which if my Memory 1s correct, was a step beyond his Friend's Intelligence) the 23d of March, 
for Ostend in Ballast.“ Sir Jon was somewhat deficient in not troubling himself to see how 
far his Document tallied with the Book: Its Production clearly manifested (what indeed had 
never before been attempted to be disproved) the Truth of the Information, and it also, in the 
second place, by some unlucky means gave strong Indications of HIS OWN KNOWLEDGE OF FACTS, 
being ready prepared by other Persons,, and that he was either too negligent or too much OC- 
cupied even to look at what they brought him. Upon the remainder of his Evidence respeR- 
ing Dunkirk, I shall be as concise as possible. Six Jonx's obtaining the whole Admir alty ac- 
count for half a Crown, is doubtless a great and cheap Exploit, and it is to be lamented he did 
not illustrate what he advanced by some further Documents. For years Ministers have sought 
to discover the Extent of the illicit Commerce to and from Foreign Ports with Great Britain. 
Mr. Rose in the first Stage of the Business thought one Port might be got at by a man of Abilities, 
but did not conceive the number could be enlarged; Mr. Invixs thought such Information 
wholly unattainable; and yet here is a Gentleman stationed by Government to watch the Com- 
mercial Interests of the Country, who has never been consulted, although capable of such es- 
sential and much wished-for Acquirement. His Absence of eight or ten Years from Dunkirk 
may have occasioned his Forgetfulness how the Commerce of that Place was conducted, for I 
azzert from the best Authority, that both at the period he mentions, and much more so when 
my Papers were procured, its Commerce with this Country was closely and vigilantly 
guarded, and that no Person, but with infinite Risque, Perseverance, and Expence, could, ata 
Port like Dunkirk, derivin g its Wealth from the Contraband Trade with England, obtain any 
Information tending to its Prejudice or Exposure. The Admiralty, where the whole Trade of 
Dunkirk was enrolied, was composed of many principal and inferior Clerks, who were all sub— 
ordinate as to their manual Occupations to the Greffier, to whose Care every Book, Paper, and 
Register were intrusted, nor could this Officer allow any Reference or Extract to be made, 
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even to the Party to whom the Article of such Application belonged, without an Express Order 

from the Judge of the Admiralty. With so severe a Police, let us examine how Sir Joun 
PETER extricates himself from the History of the sixty Sous. When asked the Cause of his Con- 
fidence in his Ability to acquire the particulars of the Dunkirk Trade, he plainly confessed he 
had never tried the Experiment of getting it, but that it was his Belief Ve could have effected 
it ; as this was Language my Sollicitor insisted was not Evidence admissible in any Court of 
Law, to Sir Jonx and his Friends I resign the Task of modelling it into any shape that can stamp 
probability upon such extraordinary Assertions. With such refined Delicacy did Sir Jonx pre- 
face his Evidence, and his mind seemed so pre- occupied with constructive Insult, that an 
Auditor might have concluded he attended to answer a Charge confined solely to that Point. 
Had this Gentleman been decently partial in his Testimony, he would have remained 
unnoticed, but when a Man is found eager to support an act of Oppression at the 
Call of Power, the Masque ought to be withdrawn. The Mode of granting Certificates 
while he supplied the place of Consul, was stated by him to have been from the er- 
press Declaration of the Captain of each Vessel to him of the Debenture Goods he brought *. 
this undoubtedly was vague enough, and is no trifling Argument in favor of some change of 
System. The following Affidavit leaves nothing to be added, but an Assurance that the Facts 
therein mentioned can be substantiated by similar ones. 5 


„ WILLIAM WHARAM, of Horsleydown, in the County of Surry, Mariner, on his Oath saith, that he 
was Master of the Sloop Endeavour, of London, which Sloop was a Trading Vessel from London to Dunkirk and 
Ostend, from the year One Thousand Seven Hundred and Seventy-six to One Thousand Seven Hundred and 
Eighty-six, during the whole of which period the said Sloop was employed not only in the Clandestine Importation 
of Foreign Goods into England, but particularly in re landing Bounty and Debenture Goods shipped at the Port 
of London for Exportation, on board this Deponent's said Vessel, out of which they were conveyed on shore be- 
fore she left the London River. And as Debenture and Bounty Goods require Certificates from the Ports at which 
such Goods are, or are said to be landed, (by which Certificates the Exporter's Bond can only be cancelled) this 
Deponent saith, that nothing was more easy than to procure these Certificates, either at Dunkirk or Ostend, for 
Goods that had never reached either Place. And this Deponent saith, that from Dunkirk the Declaration (which 
was a Matter of Form) of any two Individuals, asserting the Goods to have been landed at the said Port, was suf- 
ficient, and received as Proof of such Landing at the Port of London, and that from Ostend the Certificate of the 
British Consul residing at that Port was also sufficient and as easily obtained. That the Certificate was granted by 
the Britich Consul, without ever seeing or receiving from the Captain any sort of Declaration whatever, but on a 
cursory Application from any Merchant at Ostend, and on Payment of Half-a-Crown to the said Consul for each 
such Certificate, And this Deponent further saith, the following Instance he particularly states to prove the Facility 
with which Certificates were granted by the British Consul, that some time in or about the year One Thousand 
Seven Hundred and Seventy-nine, he received on board his Sloop a very large quantity of East- India Piece Goods, 
to the amount of many Thousand pounds, which were cleared at the Custom-House, London, for Ostend, though

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they were, in fact, shipped for the sole purpose of being re- landed in the River for the sake of the Debenture: the 
mode of such re- landing was effected through the medium of Boats which always attended the Deponent's Vessel 
below Gravesend. And this Deponent saith, he delivered the aforesaid Goods out of his Vessel at Old Haven to 
the Boats appointed to receive the same, but the Boats being closely pursued by some Revenue Officers, the Men 
employed in the Clandestine Re-landing of such Goods were compelled to run them ashore, where they were 
Seized; that this Deponent was therefore obliged, in order to save his Vessel and the remainder of his Cargo from 
Seizure, to make the best of his way for Ostend, where the Merchant to whom he was consigned, and who had 
by Express been app1ized of the circymstance of the Scizure of the Goods, immediately obtained from the British 
Consul at that Port, exact Certificates of the due landing at Ostend of the identical Goods thus seized in the Lon- 
don River a few days before; and that it is, to this Deponent's knowledge, that on presenting of the said Certifi- 
cates at the Customs, in arder to cancel the Shipper's Bonds, the Commissioners of the Customs, believing the 
said Certificates of the British Consul were forged, (as the Identity of the Goods seized were clearly proved to have 
been shipped in this Deponent's Vessel the Endeavour) refused admitting the said Certificates, and applied to his 
Majesty's then Secretary of State for the Foreign Department to write to the British Consul at Ostend upon 
that business. And this Deponent saith he never appeared before the said British Consul at the time of his granting 
the aforesaid Certificates, whose Veracity were thus doubted by the Commissioners of the Customs. And he also 
declares he never appeared, or was requested to appear, before the said British Consul at that or any other time, nor 
ever gave him or his clerk any sort of Declaration whatever as to what Debenture or other Goods he brought to 
Ostend. And this Deponent lastly saith, that tlie Bonds given by the Exporters of such aforesaid East-India 
Piece Goods which were seized on their delivery from his said Vessel, were cancelled in consequence of the Certifi- 
cates given by the Britich Consul at Ostend. | :

To this Length I have been carried in commenting upon the different Topics which were 
held forth as Evidence in favour of Mr. Ros. The Endeavour to condemn the Papers as 
unworthy of Credit, and to stigmatize those who acquired them as guilty of Imposition, must 
have been fully apparent ; anxious to rescue myself, and likewise the Memory of the Person, 
by whose Acuteness and Assiduity the Foreign Information was obtained, from so degrading 
a Charge, (and who, if living, would have easily refuted this Attempt), it is incumbent tor 
me to mention some few Remarks upon Mr. RoszE's Conduct, 


What the Outset aud Progress of the Undertaking was, has been already seen at length; 
there was no Suspicion of Deceit in the Course of the Transaction; Mr. Rose never im- 
peached the Veracity of the Account of the Expences—on the contrary declared, that he 
doubted not their Authenticity: He never found me desirous to evade the strictest and 
most public Investigation; Mr. Rost thought proper, in a Letter to one of my Friends, to 
say“ That be bad told me from the first * there could be no Chance of my having Ecclesiastical Pro- 


+ I admit that Mr. Ros E did tell me, in a Letter dated 6th June, 1789, that he could not give the Encouragement 
J had mentioned for my Information relative to the Contraband Trade: In consequence of which I never troubled my- 
self further about Mr. Rosk than writing to him to obtain the Money I had paid at his absolute Desire. But after the 
Rotterdam Bouk had been shewn him, What was the Language I held to Mr. Ros E on the 27th of March, 1790, when 
he ordered the Import at Ostend to be got? And on the 23d of September, 1790, when he read over the Plan for 
checking the Abuses, What was his answer to my reminding him of being professionally considered? “ That Govern- 
ment would certainly recollect a Person through whose means they had acquired very important Information.” | 
Perhaps there would be an Impropriety in my applying a Meaning to these Words, but I solemnly aver they were

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motion, therefore he wisbed most siucerely some Settlement could be made with me, to reimburse me for 
the Trouble and IExpence I had been at in making the Enquiries about fraudulent Exportations.” 
What Requital have I experienced from this Gentleman, who thus acknowledged the Expence 
and Trouble I had been at, and so warmly expressed his wish to pay me the One, and recom- 
pence me for the other ? I was compelled, after Evasion had lost its Influence with me, 
to commence a Suit to recover Money advanced upon the Faith of Mr. Rosz's Promise of 
Repayment. At the Expiration of a Year a Reference is held : after bein g asked by the Ar- 
bitrator if I thought it expedient to have Mr. Rosk sworn, and waving that Ceremony, it 
was natural to conclude he proposed to appear and contradict any wrong Statement I 

had wilfully or accidentally made, of what had happened at any of the Interviews, which 
from the Nature of the Undertaking, necessarily past between us. Does Mr. Rosz come 
forward to confute me ? - 5 


I was apprized by the Arbitrator to expect a long and minute Examination, and from the 
aforementioned Question respecting Mr. Rosk, imagined, He would have attended it, but by 
some Fatality neither of the Circumstances came to pass, and which, so far as I was interested, 
was regretted. The Tenor of my Evidence, and also that of my Witnesses, was indeed to be 
collected from the Book delivered to the Arbitrator. e : 


The Testimony of the Witnesses on Mr. Rost's Behalf has already been replied to; and 
that of mine, fully proved my Employment by Mr. Rosg. It may be matter of Conjecture, 
what could influence Mr. Ros to order me to get the Import at OsTExD, if the Consul could 
have answered the End: Is it credible to any man, that Mr. Rosz would have employed me, 
if the British Resident at the Port whose Commerce was to be ascertained, had been capable 
in Mr. Rosz's Judgment of procuring such Information? For it clearly was in Mr. Rosk's 
Power to have ordered the Account from that Quarter. 


These Positions can have but this Reply: That Mr. Rosz was either unwilling to confide in 
the Officer stationed there, deemed him incapable of obtaining what he wanted, or thought 
it, (which by the way it certainly was) asking the Consul to unfold what must terminate in 
the grossest Censure upon his own Negligence. If we consider Mr. Rost's Behaviour further 
in this Instance; this same Officer at Ostend, who is kept totally in the Dark as to the Enquiry 
set on foot, and which leans to criminate him, can no sooner in Mr. Rosk's Idea be turned to 
something like Advantage, than his Consequence is resumed ; he is consulted about the Truth 
and Importance of Information which Mr. RosE (if we are to judge from Actions) considered 
him unable to attain, or unfit to be trusted with ; and surely it was not very consistent in Mr. 
Rosk, to direct the Commerce of a Port to be got by a third Person, which he afterwards en- 
deavoured to prove, by the Consul residing there, was free, and had no account taken of 
Merchandizes imported from this or any other Country. — This whole Design was every way 
worthy of Mr. Rosz's Talents and Candour; but I must take Leave to say, that had Mr. 
Rosx not sheltered himself under his official Situation, he should not have acted towards me 
exactly in the manner he has adopted. I was ignorant at the time of my being made known 
to Mr. Ross, that a Person in Office filled the Scale of two human Beings; my Introduction 
to Mr. Rosz was that of one Gentleman to another, and I would not have paid so ill a Compli- 
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ment to my Introducer, or been $0 deficient to my own Character, as to have suffered Mr. 
Ross to treat either with Disrespet.—We met as Gentlemen, on those Terms, without any 
** Interference, it would have been my determined Pursuit that we had parted. 


An Impartial Person will conceive that having proved my Employ for two years, and also 
my Payment of the Money, that not only the whole of my Demand, but a Recompence for 


my Services were allowed. In the Opinion of Gentlemen at the Bar, there could be no Me- 


dium I ought either to have the whole awarded or none. If I failed in establishing the Employ 
by Mr. Ros, or my Payment of the Money from the Identity of the Receipts, my case was 
not made out; if those Positions were sustained, the Money in Justice ought to be paid me; 


but what was the Event? After substantiating both the Points, I am then told, that the 


People do not exist to whom the Money is stated to have been paid; and in consequence of 
the Error in calling People by improper Official Names in the Account delivered to me, 


(and by the unfortunate Death of the Person who gave it, the Mistake cannot be rectified 


by his Testimony) I am deprived of a very considerable sum of Money.* Yet even this 
mode of settling my Demand was not attempted to be insisted upon, further than the Ostend 
Expences. No Syllable is said against Bruges or St. Vallery, and the Description of the 
Trade of Dunkirk, from a Person acknowledging himself to have been absent from the Port 
for a number of Years, merits no serious Refutal, or further Notice. 


To obtain this intelligence not less than 4000 Miles had been travelled ; the Object was 
compleated; and what has been the Result for havin g acted with Honor to Mr. RosE ? — The 
Mortification to find myself a Loser of upwards of Fifteen Hundred Pounds, independent of 


the Time and Labour; the Personal Risque, it is admitted, did not fall to my Lot. The 


Investigation shewed Frauds and Losses against the Ee by illicit Trade, to the Amount n 


of Half a Million per Annum ;* and also a Method for preventing the Evil in future.

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The Award was L. 500, of which it cost me at least one fifth part in Expences, and even 
this Money was not paid, till a Month beyond the Time mentioned in the Award. Had the 
Arbitrator granted the Hearing as expected by my Solicitor and myself, on the 4th of July, I 
was prepared to have given him such Proofs as would have thrown additional Light on the 
whole of my Case. Not imagining, till the 2d of July, that I should be drove to the Necessity 
of elucidating such part of the Affair as I could not personally speak to; what was there left me 
to do ?—to bring such Evidence as a perfect Knowledge of the local Situation could only dis.

The Evils writing from Deceit in Pebenture 
Goods, and from the Contraband Trade, of which these Sheets are a Sketch, must create Surprise that Government 
with a Certainty of their Existence, does not attempt some Remedy. |
